CHEMICAL STATISTICS FOR SIX 
MONTHS. 


We are in receipt of a statistical 
statement which presents some very 
interesting features in connection 
with the market for heavy chemicals. 
The figures cover the first six 
months of the year, a period dur- 
ing which the best results are ex- 
pected to be developed in this line of 
trade but in this instance the re- 
sults are anything but satisfactory 
from the standpoint of the American 
dealer no matter how much of en- 
couragement, or the reverse, the Eng- 
lish manufacturers may be able to 
draw from them. The beginning of 
the current year found the chemical 
trade, as a whole, plunged into the 
slough of despond. There had been 
a long period of depression, and the 
indications of an early improvement 
were not at all flattering, though the 
presumptive prosperity of the country 
based on the large crops of 1891 in 
the West, induced the majority of 
holders to believe that the time had 
come for a change in the tide of 
affairs, and the trade, as a whole, was 
inclined to look fora greatly enlarged 
consumption of heavy chemicals this 
year, particularly among manufactur- 
ers of paper and in the textile indus- 
tries. They did not take into account 
the possibility of the intervention of 
such trade disturbing elements as 
politics, labor troubles and all the in- 
cidental irregularities growing out of 
these great primary causes. Conse- 
quently they were not prepared for 
the duil condition of trade in all 
branches that has prevailed since 
January ist, 1892, and which has been 
more marked, perbaps, in those lines 
of industry in which heavy chemicals 
are largely used than in any other. 

The statistics will perhaps show 
more clearly and concisely than the 
most elaborate explanation of market 
conditions just what has been the re- 
sult of the last six months in the 
heavy chemical trade. The figures 
which we are able to present show a 
very decided falling off in the imports 
of all heavy chemicals with the excep- 
tion of salt cake, as the following fig- 
ures, giving comparisons for the first 
six months of the last two years will 
demonstrate :

tion of this chemical is more closely 
regulated to the requirements of con- 
sumption than that of any of the 
other articles on the list. Therefore, 
the figures given may be taken as 
closely approximating the actual con- 
sumption of this article. 

The outlook for the chemical trade 
during the last half of the year is not 
particularly brilliant. Unless busi- 
ness in the principal consuming lines 
should decidedly increase, the de- 
mand for the heavy chemicals is 
likely to continue moderate. The 
paper trade is not highly prosperous, 
the various branches of textile indus- 
try in which these goods are used 
may be more prosperous in the fall; 
but the glass trade’s future is uncer- 
tain and general trade—that is that 
portion of it which would affect the 
chemical industry—is dull, with no 


immediate prospect of betterment.

A SHARP DECLINE IN LINSEED OIL, 


The trade was somewhat startled on 
Monday last by the announcement 
that the price of linseed oil had been 
reduced two cents per gallon. It has 
puzzled those who are not acquainted 
with all the circumstances to explain 
why there should have been a decline 
at thistime. It is true that the flax- 
seed market of late has been some- 
what easier, but the price of oil is not 
regulated by the current cost of seed 
so much as by the prospect of obtain- 
ing that material in the future at 
higher or lower prices, as the case 
might be, and for that reason the 
statement that the decline in oil was 
the result of lower prices for seed is 
not altogether satisfactory. Neither 
is the explanation that July is one of 
the dullest months of the yearin this 
line of trade, to be taken as conclus- 
ive. 

There must have been other reasons 
for the sudden decline than either of 
the possibilities above cited, and our 
investigations lead us to believe that 
the reduction in price had nothing to 
do with either of these directly, al- 
though indirectly they miy have in- 
fluenced the decision of the powers 
that be to drop their prices. Briefly 
the situation is this: Some of the 
outside crushers, not included in those 
whose mills are on the sea board, were 
in need of money, the slow demand

It will be noticed that the greatest 
percentage of decrease is to be found 
in connection with soda.ash, but it 
should be borne in mind that our fig- 
ures do not include the imports 
of B. M. alkali and that being the 
cease it is impossible to say just 
how much of the decrease in the use 
of old process ash is due to natural 
causes, and how much to the com- 
petition of the ammonia ash men, 
The falling off in the imports of caus- 
tic soda is generally believed to be 
less the result of diminished consump- 
tion than to the agressive and suc- 
cessful competition of American man- 
ufacturers, and this might also apply 
to salsoda. Perhaps some of thede- 
crease in the receipts of carbonated 
soda ash may be accounted for by the 
increasing use by glass manufacturers 
of salt cake, and this would seem to be 
borne out by the fact that although 
the American manufacturers of the 
last named chemical are closely sold 
up, the statistical statement printed 
above shows a growth in imports 
amounting to nearly one hundred per 
cent., and that in spite of tariff re- 
strictions which were at one time con- 
sidered paramount to prohibition. 
The decrease in bleach imports is 
comparatively slight and may be ac 
counted for by the fact that produo- 


advised to offer their surplus to the 
Trust, on the understanding that the 
latter would pay a fair price for it 
rather than have it thrown on the 
market and unsettle prices. But the 
holders evidently fearing that any 
transactions withthe Trust might be 
the opening wedge that would lead 
to a final amalgamation with that 
body, a contingency which at present, 
at least, they have no desire to face, 
repudiated the suggestion, prefering 
to take their chances in the open mar- 
ket. When it became evident that 
these outsiders would dispose of their 
oil willy nilly, the Chicago office was 
notified of their determination and al- 
most before that determination could 
be put into effect, the market dropped 
two cents per gallon. This we are in- 
formed is the whole secret of the late 
decline in linseed oil, but if some of 
the reports which reached us have 
any foundation, in fact it will notstop 
there. The occasion will be made the 
opportunity for a renewal of the ef- 
forts to bring about a better under- 
standing among the crushers. It is 
suspected that another attempt at a 
general amalgamation of linseed oil 
interests is to be made, but if this is 
the case there is no better reason ex- 
isting now than there was two years 
ago, why these interests should be 





consolidated. Of course the crushers 


have not been as prosperous during 
that period as they might have 
been if production had had not ex- 
ceeded consumption, but those 
who have not already identified 
themselves with the Trust fail to see 
the reason why they should surreuder 
their independence, so long as they 
can get fair returns from their invest- 
ment or even if they do lose money 
occasionally.

EXPORTS OF PETROLEUM. 


The official statement of the ex- 
ports of petroleum—crude, refined, 
naphtha and residuum—during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, has been 
issued by the Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington. From this it appears 
that the total exports amounted to 
710,301,094 gallons, which is an in- 
crease of 5,913,562 gallons. The de- 
clared value of the exports, however, 
shows a decrease of $7,122,445,but this 
difference is represented only partly 
by the decrease in the price of the 
products. Residuum alone shows 4& 
relatively higher export value. The 
increase in the exports is small, but 
when the strenuous efforts made by 
the Russian competitors to supplant 
American oil in the European and 
Eastern markets is taken into con- 
sideration the exhibit must be re- 
garded as satisfactory, as it shows 
that these efforts have merely re- 
stricted the increasing demand for 
our product, and this has been pos- 
sible oniy by reason, in some cases, 
of proximity of the markets and in 
others of the low prices accepted for 
Russian oil. 

The exports of crude during last 
year amounted to 102,609,000 gallons, 
which is an increase of 22,703,000 gal- 
lons over the year preceding, or @ 
little more than twenty-five per cent. 
The value of the crude exported 
shows a decrease of over $718,000. 
The exports of illuminating oil 
amounted to 561,099,000 gallons, which 
isadecrease of 6,425,000 gallons. The 
export value also shows a decrease, 
but not so large as on crude and 
some of the other products. Naphthas 
were exported tothe amount of 12,713,- 
000 gallons,showing an increase of 599,- 
000 gallons, and notwithstanding this 
increase the values show a decrease 
of $76,000. The exports of lubricating 
oils amounted to 33,387,000 gallons, 
which shows an increase of 105,000 
gallons, but shows adecrease in value 
of $355,000. Of residuum only 493,- 
000 gallons were exported, a decrease 
of considerably more than 1,000,000 
gallons. This product, however, 
shows an increase in value. The de- 
crease in export values is largely due 
to the increasing proportion of vil be- 
ing shipped in bulk, in fact this prob- 
ably accounts for the greater part of 
the differences shown in export value, 
A writerin a daily commercial journal 
sought to show that the difference in 
export value was entirely due to de- 
crease in price and the latter in turn 
to decreased cost of manufacture of 
the products, but when it is considered 
that both crude and refined in bulk ig 
sold at two and one-half cents per gal- 
lon less than in barrels, it will be seen 
that the increased shipments in bulk 
is an important factor to be consid- 
ered incomparing the relative export 
values during the two years. 

The-export movement from the dif- 
ferent ports shows some interesting 
changes. Of the total exports New 
York is credited with 465,000,000 gal- 
lons, which is a decrease of 30,000,000 
gallons. Philadelphla is credited with 
an increase of nearly 40,000,000 gal- 
lons. Of refined the exports from 
New York show a decrease of about 
22,000,000 gallons, Philadelphia an in- 
crease of nearly 20,000,000 gallons, 
Baltimore a decrease of about 4,000,- 
000 gallons and Boston a small de- 

















decrease of 8,000,000 gallons, Phila- 
delphia an increase of over 20,000,000 
gallons, while there were no exports 
from Baltimore or Boston. New York 
showed an increase of 2,000,000 gal- 
lons of naphtha and Philadelphia a 
decrease of 1,000,000 gallons. In lubri- 
cating oilsthe exports from New York 
show a decrease of 2,000,000 gallons 
and from Philadelphia a similar in- 
crease. It will beseen from these com- 
parisons that New York’s proportion 
of the petroleum export business is 
decreasing while that of Philadelphia 


is increasing.

STATISTICAL POSITION OF QUICK- 
SILVER. 


In another column we publish a 
table of statistics of quicksilver 
showing the imports to and exports 
from London for the past six months 
of the fiscal years 1892, 1891 and 1890, 
the imports and exports for June of 
the same three years, the price and 
also the approximate amount of 
stock in London at the end of the 
three periods, The figures are par- 
ticularly interesting and merit some 
attention. The table shows that dur. 
ing the last six months of the three 
years in question, the imports 
to Loudon have gradually increased, 
being about 53,384 bottles from Jan- 
uary Ist to June 30th, 1890, and for 
the same period in 1891 and 1892 obout 
56,409 and 58,121 bottles respectively. 
On the other hand the exports have 
decreased in an even more marked 
ratio, the figures being about 33,048 
bottles for 1890; 27,159 bottles for 
1891; and 22,831 bottles for 1892. This 
shows a decrease of over ten thousand 
bottles under the same period in 1890, 
while the imports have increased 
nearly five thousand bottles. But 
when we look at tho figures for 
the month of June in the _ three 
years we find even more food for 
thought. In 1890 the imports 
for June amounted to about 
5,775 bottles, in 1891 about 13,362 
bottles or more than double those of 
1890; and in 1892 about 27,694 bottles 
or over five times as muchas in June, 
1890. The exports for June, 1890, 
were about 5,335 bottles; for 
June, 1891, about 4,295 bottles; and 
for June, 1892, only 1,874 bottles. 
With these figures showing such a 
steady increase in imports and an 
equally steady diminution of exports, 
we should naturally expect to find 
the stock in London at the end of the 
three periods in question annually in- 
creasing; but the figures show the 
contrary state of things to exist; for 
the rough calculation of the stock in 
London on June 30, 1890, shows that 
there were about 5,600 bottles on the 
spot, while on June 30, 1891 and 1892, 
the spot supplies amounted to about 
52,000 bottles and 54,500 bottles re- 
spectively. The only explanation for 
these figures is that the demand 
for home consumption must have 
increased largely in 1891 over 1890 and 
have continued without diminution 
during 1892, for although the stock in 
London at the erd of the last fiscal year 
was twenty-five hundred bottles more 
than the stock at the end of the pre. 
ceding fiscal year, this increase of 
supply is amply counterbalanced by 
the increase in the imports for the 
latter over the former period and by 
the corresponding decrease in the ex- 
ports. As the use of quicksilver in 
the manufacture of mirrors has given 
place to the use of silver, and a chan- 
nel of consumption has thus been 
shut off, it is evident that quicksilver 
has met with a greatly increased de- 
mand in other directions. It is also 
evident, inasmuch as the price has 
gradually declined, being in 1892 over 
£3 less than in 1890, that the increased 
demand has not improved prices, but 
has rather itself been stimulated by 
the decline, 
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ABOUT DIVI DIVI. 

The British consul at Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela, deplores the fact that the crop 
of divi divi is extraordinarily small. 
To buyers in this country, whether 
the supply is large or small is of little 
consequence so long as they can get 
what they need at a price that they 
consider reasonable. As prices of 
divi divi in this market are less de- 
pendent upon supply and demand 
than upon the condition of the mar- 
ket for other tannin-bearing com- 
modities, their indifference to the re- 
sults of the crop is obvious. Yet there 
is no other article on the list of goods 
that goes to make up the stock ofa 
dealer in dyes and dyestuffs that is 
subject to such viclent and extreme 
fluctuations as divi divi. 

Were it not for the fact that silk 
dyers must have it to develop certain 
processes, and that its use is indis- 
pensable in a number of minor de- 
tails of dyeing, the condition of the 
divi divi market at any time would 
be a matter of small concern to the 
trade of North America. So well is 
this fact known to the gatherers of 
the bean, that it is seldom that any 
quantity of it is shipped to the United 
States unless there is a surplus in the 
primary markets and the European 
buyers are fully supplied. 

While cutch, gambier, nutgalls and 
similar products are as cheap as they 
have been forthe last year or two, the 
average buyer prefers either of these 
as a source of tannin to divi divi, The 
shippers at primary points have sent 
a considerable stock here during that 
period but the results were such that 
they were induced to believe that they 
could find a better market abroad, 
and they have refrained from export- 
ing stock to this market except at 
times when they had reason to believe 
that they could get a fair price for it. 
Seldom has divi divi been a subject 
of speculative manipulation, but the 
uncertainty that it can be sold at’prof 
itable figures has induced most of the 
trade to give it a wide berth, and there 
are consequently only two or three 
dealers in this market who make it a 
specialty. Even they are compelled 
to regulate their prices in accordance 
with the quotations for vitin tannin 
materials. 

As showing how great are the tluc- 
tuations in the price of divi divi, it 
might be mentioned that within a 
comparatively few years it has sold as 
low as eighteen dollais per ton and as 
high as one hundred dollars per ton. 
Within the past six months the price 
has fiuctuated between forty and sev- 
enty dollars per ton. Only the past 
week a small sale was made at sixty- 
flve dollars per ton, and yet less than 
three months ago it would have been 
difficult to get forty dollars a ton for 
the choicest stock in the market. The 
average market price in New York is 
fifty dollars per ton.

It was very generally 
adopted by Western crushers; many 
of. them used it under a license, some

did not. Ultimately the patents 
passed under the control of the Na- 
tional Linseed Trust, and are now 
controlled by its successor, the Na- 
tional Linseed Company. 

Among the concerns which intro- 
dueed the process into their mills, 









without recognizing the necessity for 
taking out a license, were several 
firms and companies popularly desig- 
nated in trade parlance as “inde- 
pendents.”” With a view to test 
thoroughly the validity of the 
patents in question and the rights 
of the holders thereunder, a test 
suit was brought. The firm of 
Hamilton & Goodrich was selected as 
defendants. The action was brought 
in the United States District Court in 
Wisconsin. Judge Dyer’s decision 
was adverse to the plaintiffs and the 
questions involved were ultimately 
reviewed by the United States Su- 
preme Court, on appeal. In that tri- 
bunal the judgment of the lower 
court was reversed, and the case re- 
manded, with instructions that evi- 
dence be taken on the question of 
damages. Thereupon reference was 
made toa Master in Chancery, who 
reported in favorof granting nominal 
damages only. From the order en- 
tered on this report the plaintiffs ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Ocurt of the 
United States, which has just set 
aside the findings of the Master, 
heard evidence, and awarded the 
plaintiffs $43,000 damages for losses 
sustained through infringement, It 
is true that this sum is only about 
one-half the full amount claimed, 
but the damages are substantial, and 
the decision appears to settle, defi- 
nitely, the question of liability. 

The judgment thus obained has al- 
ready begun to bear fruit. Six new 
suits have been instituted, and it 
would appear that these are but the 
beginning of what is destined to be 
an uncompromising fight. 

To those familiar with the factional 
controversy in the West these facts 
are significant. If they mean 
anything, they mean that the 
combination, after a hard strug- 
vle, has succeeded in _ placing 
itself in a position where it can suc- 
cessfully appeal to the courts for aid 
in dealing some of its largest com- 
petitors a serious financial blow.

Atropa Belladonna is not indigen- 
ous to Mexico, but in 1886 Senor An- 
dres Almaraz began to cultivate it, as 
well as other members of the natural 
order Solanacese, and he has been 
quite successful in his endeavor, The 
last issue of La Farmacia contains a 
note of an analysis of belladonna 
leaves grown in the country, showing 
that the percentage of atropine was 
0°24, equal to 0°645 per cent. in the 
dried drug. This compares exceed- 
ingly well with European grown bella- 
donna. 


Througk a mistake of the proof 
reader, the officers of secretary and 
treasurer of the newly organized Oil 
Trade Association of New York, were 
given to Mr. W. J. Golding. That 
gentleman, although fully qualified 
to perform the duties of both posi- 
tions, has been called upon to occupy 
but one, that of secretary, while Mr. 
Avery Brumley was elected treasurer 
of the association by a practically un- 
animous vote of the meeting held on 
the 13th inst. He has already ac- 
cepted the responsibilities of the posi- 
tion and will undoubtedly fill it to the 
satisfaction of the members and to 
the advantage of the association. 


Acting on information from the 
United States Consul-General at Paris. 
and the United States Consul at 
Lyons, the Secretary of the Treasury 
has requested the Secretary of State 
to instrnet United consular officers to 
refuse to certify invoices of goods 
consigned to the United States on and 
after September 1, unless the mer- 
chandise is inveiced in accordance 
with the metric system. He says the 
use of the ‘‘aune’’ svstem of measure- 
ment now employed in France on in- 
voices of goods to the United States 
facilitates frauds on the customs 
revenue, and that the use of the 
metric system would simplify com 
mercial transactions and aid mater- 
ially in getting an intelligent compari- 
son of invoices and invoice prices.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 





A. Steelsmith & Co. drilled their 
No. 1, on the E. Crawford farm, But- 
ler county. down to the third sand 
and only found one foot of sand. 
They are pumping it in the boulder 
sund, and it will make a 10-barrel 
well. 

The British steamship Circassian 
Prince has been chartered to load a 
carge of crude petroleum in bulk for 
Palma, Majolica Islands and Valencia, 
Spain. It will be the first cargo of 
bulk oil ever landed at either of these 
ports. 


The O’Brien Oil Company is drilling 
a couple of test wells near Library, in 
Snowden township, by which they ex- 
pect to open up anewoil field. Li- 
brary is 12 or 15 miles ont on the Balti- 
more and Oh‘o Railroad. Thomas 
O’Brien, the head of the company, is 
the man who drilled the first well, a 
600-barreler,in the Chartiers field and 
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opened up}that pool. The .O’Brien 
Oil Company has 2,000 acres leased up 
in the vicinity of Library and Snyder. 


The Crescent pipe line, which W 
L. Mellon is building from McDonald 
to Marcus Hook, below Philadelphia, 
will not be aSinch line all the way 
through as at first intended. From 
Shade Gap, in Tuscarowa Mountain, 
to Marcus Hook it will beaé inch 
line. About 150 miles of the 5 inch 
ea from McDonald east has already 

een put down. They are pushing it 
with remarkable speed, and may be 
sending oil to the seaboard by Oc- 
tober 1. 


There is a heavy shipment reported 
by the various pipe line companies 
during the present month; and the 
runs are not of sufficient volume to 
form any appreciable offset. This 
state of affairs is glad tidingsto the 
producers, who hope it may continue 
until a big hole is made in the stocks, 
when they expect to get a better price 
for their product. The shipments 
will likely continue heavy until the 
end of September. 


The lease of the Salisbury farm, a 
mile east of Sistersville,containing 240 
acres, has been purchased by the 
Murphy Bros., of Washington, Pa., 
for $10,000, from F. Sandeck. Mr, 
Sandeck went to Sistersville last win- 
ter, and after looking over the ground 
concluded that it was a good place to 
invest. and leased the Salisbury prop- 
erty.

For the past three months prepara- 
tions have been under way to test the 
vicinity of Westfield for natural gas.

OBITUARY, 


PETER WENDOVER BEDFORD. 


P. W. Bedford, Ph. G., Professor 
Emeritus of Pharmacy in New York 
College of Pharmacy, editor of the 
Pharmaceutical Record, died at the 
Profile House, White Moun- 
tains, at 10°50 a.m., on Wednesday, 
July 20. Apoplexy is thought to be 
the cause, but this is uncertain. 

Prof. Bedford was born at Johns- 
ville, Duchess Co., New York, August 
1, 1836. His parents came to New York 
when he was two years old. He was 
apprenticed to the drug business at 
an early age and afterwarcs entered 
the store of Ewen MclIntvre, on 6th 
Avenue. He left there in 1858 to enter 
business on his own account on 
6th Avenue near 42d Street and 
and also opened a_ branch at 
Fordham. He became connected 
with the wholesale house of Tarrant 
& Co. in 1870, but resigned later to 
go with Lazell, Marsh & Gardiner, 
and continued with that establish- 
ment for eleven years, leaving the 
wholesale drug business to take 
charge of the Pharmaceutical “Record 
in 1883. 

Prof. Bedford graduated from the 
New York College of Pharmacy in 
1858 and was elected Secretary in 
1850, which position he held up to 
1870, when he was elected trustee. 
In 1873 he was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Pharmacy, which posi- 
tion he held until 1891. His 
membership in the American Phar- 
maceutical Association dates back 
to 18 was Recording Sec- 
retary in 1862 and 1863 ; Corresponding 


Secretary from 1860 to ’62, and ’63 to | 


66 ;Local Secretary in 1867,and elected 
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President of the Association in 1881. 
He was one of the original members 
of the New York City Board of Pher- 
macy and was Examiner of Pharmacy 
up tohis death. He held honorary 
membership in nearly every Pharma- 
ceutica! Association in the United 
States and in many similar societies 
abroad. 


Prof. Bedford left New York on the 
afternoon of Monday, July 11, with a 
number of delegates from New York 
and neighboring States to attend the 
fortieth annual convention of the 
American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion at the Profile House. He first 
complained of feeling ill on Wednes- 
day but recovered sufficiently by 
Sunday to make arrangements to re- 
turn to the city on Monday, the 18th. 
His illness took an alarming turn 
and his condition became critical. 
He sank rapidly until the end. He 
leaves a widow and three daughters.

Paint Firms Consolidate. 


During the past few weeks the daily 
papers have given publicity to various 
rumors current in paint trade circles 
to the effect that a *‘ paint trust ” was 
to be formed, mentioning two prom- 
inent firms, which were to form the 
nucleus of a formidable trust. Some 
of the reports were ridiculous, while 
others appeared to be shrewd guesses 
based on aknowledge of pending ne- 
gotiations of some kind.These reports 
and rumors we refrained from 
printing; first, because we knew 
they were far from the truth 
and, second, because they tend- 
ed to injure the parties directly inter- 
ested as well as to disturb the trade 
at large, reserving comment until 
negotiations had resulted in consum- 
mation of the object sought, and 
facts could be authoritatively given. 
The preliminary details to a counsoli- 
dation of the firms of C. T. Raynolds 
& Co. and F. W. Devoe & Co. have 
now been completed and full particu- 
lars will be given next week. 

The original firm of Raynolds & 
Devoe was formed in 1852, they suc- 
ceeding the firm of Butler & Barker, 
(who were former clerks of W. & G. 
Post) whose store was at that time 
located at the corner of Water and 
Fletcher streets. The firm continued 
without change until 1864, when 
the partners separated, forming two 
firms, one under the name of Ray- 
nolds, Pratt & Co. and the other F. 
W. Devoe & Co. Later the former 
firm was changed to C. T. Raynolds & 
Co., the late Charles Pratt retiring to 
devote his attention to refining petro- 
leum. A new cmpeny has now been 
formed by the consolidation of the in- 
terests of these two concerns, whieh 
will be known as the F. W. Devoe & 
C. T. Raynolds Co., and which will 
continue the manufacture of all the 
specialties and paints, varnishes 
and colors heretofore made by the 
separate firms. All the members 
of both firms will retain places 
in the consolidated company. All 
the stock of the company has been 
taken by the members of the old 
firms, consequently the reports to the 
effect that the stock was to be offered 
on the market were erroneous. The 
offices of the consolidated company 
will for the present be at the corner 
of Fulton and William streets.

The Alcohol War. 


The Colum)hus Distilling Company, 
recently organized with a capital of 
$500,000, are putting up the largest 
rum distilling establishment in the 
world at Greenpoint, and expect to be 
able to place 150 barrels of the finest 
quality of alcohol daily on the market 
within a short time. 

Their plant, which covers a large 
extent of ground, will comprise a 
fermenting house 138 feet square, 
containing thirty very large tubs, five 
for each day inp the week. Another 
building is 200 feet long by 650 feet 
wide, and is arranged in four separate 
apartments; the first containing the 
boiler, the second the still-house, 
the third the rectifying room, 
and the fourth contains large 
tanks to hold the freshly finished 
alcohol. They have also a bonded 
warehouse one hundred by one hun- 
dred and fifty feet, capable of storing 
from eight to ten thousand barrels of 
alcohol. Adjoining is their cooperage 
department, fifty by sixty feet, and 
near it is the barrel house, fifty by one 
hundred and twenty feet. They have 
also erected a wrought jron. tank 
sixty by thirty feet, capable of hold- 
ing seven hundred thousand gallung.

LERMO, 


In presenting this general state- 
ment of the imports and exports of 
itly, and especially of the district of 
Palermo, for the year 1890, it shall 
not be my object to discuss the vari- 
ous conditions of the people, wages, 
etc., the commercial policy, nor causes 
that have wielded theirinfluence upon 
commerce, in view of the admirable 
report recently made by Consul Gen- 
eral Bourn, but shall present tabu- 
lated statements showing the princi- 
pal features of that trade. 

Besides the import duty, amount- 
ing in the year 1890 to $46,979,303 40, 
many of the products of Italy are 
subjected to an export duty, amount- 
ing during the year to $1,217,540 40. 
It would appear that in the formation 
of the tariff schedule there had been 
a discrimination against the United 
States, as certain articles imnorted 
almost wholly from the United States 
are subjected to the heaviest import 
duties, amounting in the case of pe- 
troleum to 200 per cent.; while brim- 
stone and sumac, exported in larger 
quantities to the United States than 
to any other country, are subjected 
to the heaviest export duty. 

ITALIAN-AMERICAN TRADE. 


In tables following, showing the 
import and export trade between Italy 
and the United States and Canada for 
the years 1886-90, it is impossible to 
distinguish with precision the exact 
amount properly belonging in either 
instance to the United States, as no 
distinction is made in the custom 
house records here between the two 
countries. It is known, however, 
that, while many of the exportations 
are for Canadian consumption, her 
five largest imported articles, viz., 
cotton, gums and rosin, petroleum, 
tobacco and lard, amounting duriag 
last year to 931,269 quintals, consti- 
tuting more than four-fifths of the 
total imports from the two countries, 
are wholly from the United States. 
These items, together with those sec- 
ond in importance, viz., fixed and 
weighty oils, timber, dyeing and tan- 
ning wood, constitute more than nine. 
tenths and are of the well known 
American products.

MINERAL GREEN. 


In the matter of the protest of Lau- 
rie, Buchanan & Rusdem against the 
decision of the collector at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain so called min- 
eral green imported per De Ruyter, 
October 3, 1891, the Sllowinn is the 
opinion of General Appraiser Wilkin- 
son: 


The merchandise is a green paint 
assessed for duty as chrome green at 
4% cents a pound under par, 53 N. T., 
and claimed to be dutiable as min- 
eral green at 259 under the provision 
of par, 60 N. T., for paints and colors, 
not specially provided for. 


The chemist of the U.S. Laboratory 
reports that the paint is composed of 
sexquioxide of chromium. 


It is invoiced as chrome green, and 
we find that it is chrome green. 

The decision of the collector is 
affirmed accordingly. 


CROCUS, 


In the matter of the protest of J. 
Lee Smith & Co. against the decision 
of'the collector at New York, on cer- 
tain so-called crocus imported per 
Buffalo, Feb. 25th, 1892, the following 
is the opinion of General Appraiser 
Wilkinson: 


The merchandise is invoiced as 
crocus. The chemist of the U. S. 
Laboratory reports that it is composed 
of the sesquioxide of iron produced 
in the process of burning pyrites. It 
was assessed for duty at 35° under 
par 60 N. T. asa color and is claimed 
to be dutiable under Sec, 4 at 202%, 


We find that the testimony, that 
while the chief use of crocus is asa 
polishing powder, it is also used toa 
not inconsiderable extent as a color, 
and that it is known both as a color 
and as a polishing powder. Wereita 
question between classification as 

olishing powder and colors the art- 
icle would belong to the first named 
category, but as polishing powders 
are not specially enumerated and 
colors are, the Board Is of the opinion 
that the article is dutiable under the 
color schedule rather than under the 
provision for non-enumerated articles. 
The protest is overruled accordingly. 
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Phosphates and Fertilizers in Charleston. 
BRITISH CONSULAR REPORT. 


Up to about four years ago Charles- 
ton was a yearly importer of fertilizers 
and manufactured manures from for- 
eign countries, but this business has 
now practically ceased, owing to the 
enlargement, which has taken place 
in the last few years, of the establish- 
ments for making fertilizers situated 
at, or near, this port. Allofthe phos- 
phate companies, however, continue 
to import such articles required by 
them in the manufacture of fertilizers

as kainit, muriate of potash, nitrate 
of soda, sulphur and pyrites. 

But little of these imports now come 
from Great Britain or British colonies. 
Most of the kainit, muriate, and 
nitrate being brought from Hambnrg, 
sulphur from Italy, and pyrites from 
Spain and Portugal. 

The many advantages possessed by 
Charleston as a center for the manu- 
facture of commercial fertilizers hav- 
ing phosphate rock as a oasis have 
not been overlooked by capitalists, 
who have shown by their investments 
during the past ten years how fully 
they have appreciated them. 

The situation of this place secures 
to the manufacturer excellent railway 
connections. good water transporta- 
tion facilities and close proximity to 
the raw material; advantages not en- 
joyed in an equal degree by any of 
the other south Atlantic ports on this 
coast. Tuuis is emphasised in a prac- 
tical way by the rapidly increasing 
value of eligible sites with water fronts 
near Charleston, and the increased 
demand for these lozations. 

The comparative progress in the 
fertilizer business here is shown by 
the fact that in 1880 there were 190,- 
760 tons of crade phosphate rock 
mined, and 80,000 tons of fertilizers 
manufactured, while in 1891 the num- 
ber of tons of rock mined were 572,- 
949, and fertilizers made, 287,975 tons. 

Notwithstanding the increased com- 
petition, the profit of the business 
have. so far, paid a handsome rate of 
interest on the investments made, and 
Charleston capitalists, during the past 
year, have added to these investments 
more than $1,000,000. Mills which 
were running in 1890, with a capacity 
of 2u0,00u tons to 30,000 tons perannum, 
were enlarged in 1891, and new mills 
were built with capacities of 50,000 
tons to 75,000 tons yearly, one mill 
even claiming a capacity of 100,000 
tons. 

The last four mills built are model 
establishments, combining all the 
latest improvements in mill construe- 
tion, acid chambers, wharves, store- 
rooms, etc. 

A number of mills are equipped this 
year with the necessary appliances 
for making sulphuric acid from py- 
rites instead of brimstone; it having 
been found that at present prices acid 
can be made from pyrites at a saving 
of 50 per cent. to 60 per cent. 

After the close of the shipping sea- 
son in the opens of 1891 the compa- 
nies were all busy during the sum- 
mer months, in putting their ma- 
chinery in first class condition, mak- 
ing general repairs and adding im- 
provements to their works, At the 
opening of the new season on Sept- 
ember 1, the mills were all ready and 
prepared for turning out the largest 
product known in the history of 
Charleston; but the disastrous de- 
cline in the cotton market, however, 
towards the ciose of the year 1891, 
naturally had a very unfavorable ef- 
fect upon the fertilizer business. 

Uptothe new year the sales were 
reported as being 50 per cent. to 60 
per cent. behind last year, collections 
were difficult to make, and the pros- 
pects for the coming season of 1892 
were, on the whole, very depressing 
for the trade. The impression in 
some quarters was quite general that 
many cotton planters would be obliged 
next season to make a crop without 
the use of phosphate fertilizers, or 
else abandon cotton growing alto- 
gether and substitute some other crop 
in its place. 

The season of 1890-91 was perhaps 
the most satisfactory one ever en 
joyed by the phosphate rock trade 
here. Prices were remunerative 
throughout the year ending August 
31.1891, and the demand was good, 
affording satisfactory returns for ship- 
ments and homedeliveries. Theland 
miners had an exceptionally good op- 
portunity for a profitable output this 
season, owing to the litigation be- 
tween the state government and the 
Coosaw Mining Co., which reduced 
the yield from river mining for the 
season abaut 80,000 tons. 

Upon the whole, however, the year 
was one of great activity with ad- 
vanced prices, and a marked absence 
of those fluctuations which have at- 
tended the trade for some time past. 

The question of increased royalty 
by the state was a matter provoking 
a good deal of discussion, and some 
friction was brought into play by the 
state’s new method of taxing the land 
mining companies owning their own 
phosphate grounds, But these enter- 
prises, being profitable ones, the 
question of taxation was generally 
settled without any great difficulty. 

The principal obstacle, checking 
the steady output of phosphate rock, 
was the scarcity of labor. The negro, 


who is the best and most reliable la- 
borer for phosphate mining in this 
climate, has had other fields opened 
to him, where he could exchange his 
labor for money with more profit to 
himself. 

The new fertilizer companies and 
the increased railway construction 
throughout the state have absorbed 
many hands, thus sensibly decreasing 
the supply of labor for the phosphate 
mines. Several of the companies en- 
deavored, with more or less success, 
to supply the deficiency of negro labor 
by Italians brought here under con- 
tract from New York, and two com- 

anies, the Horse Shoe and Bolton 

ines, at the close of the year were 
using land dredges as asubstitute for 
the negro. 

In addition to the fertilizer compa- 
nies there are nearly as many more 
cottonseed oil mills in this state, com- 
bining with their oil business the 
manufacture of commercial fertilizers 
having phosphate rock as a basis. 
This branch of the business has 
steadily increased, the mills have 
prospered and their wants have cre- 
ated an additional demand for crude 
rock,

The total amount of business done 
at Charleston in crude phosphate 
rock during the year 1890-91 was 
572,949 tons, valued at $4,275,000. 

This does not include the fertilizer 
business proper, which consisted, as 
already stated, of 287,987 tons, valued 
at $5,869,525. 

South Carolina crude phosphate 
rock continues to maintain its lead- 
ing position in the markets of the 
world as a standard article, reliable 
and uniform both in quality and 
analysis, and containing so little del- 
eterious matter that it is generally 
regarded as chemically perfect. The 
superior quality of the Carolina rock 
has been most clearly shown by its 
ability to hold its own for the last two 
years, notwithstanding the increasing 
competition of the Florida companies. 

During this time many millions of 
dollars have been invested in Florida 
enterprises. Several large, well sit- 
uated, and well equipped companies 
are now mining rock in that State, 
and many smaller companies are pre- 
paring to go into the business. 

Still the output of Florida rock up 
to the present time has by no means 
been commensurate with the capital 
now invested there in mining opera- 
tions. The best expert opinions on 
the subject regard the output, tuus 
far, of Florida rock not more than 
25 per cent. of what it should be under 
existing circumstances. 

Nevertheless, the Carolina miners 
recognize the fact that Florida con- 
tains some excellent phospeete de- 
posits, and it is very evident that, 
after the business there has passed 
through the speculative fever period 
these deposits will be successfully 
mined. used and exported. But the 
Florida miners cannot hope to attain 
success except by complying with 
those inevitable conditions and nat- 
ural laws which environ and control 
the business elsewhere. They must 
learn, as the Carolina miners did be- 
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fore them, that successful phosphate 
mining requires time, labor, patience, 
knowledge, and money. It must also 
be remembered that after the rock is 
mined it is a bulky article, ane ample 
facilities must be provided for mov- 
ing it to market, and that the more 
cheaply this is done the greater must 
be the profit. 

When all of these conditions are 
made favorable, as they doubtless 
will be in course of time, Florida will 
most likely come to the front and 
possibly be a serious competitor with 
the Carolina mining industries. 

Once Florida has learned the ne- 
cessary lessons in order to make her 
a successful miner of phosphate rock, 
it is perhaps only natural to suppose 
that she will become a manufacturer 
of fertilizers, when she will compete 
with the Carolina manufacturers as 
well as the miners. But the fertilizer 
business is a growing industry ina 
growing country, and although tem- 
porarily depressed at the end of 1891, 
it may be only fair to assume that 
when Florida’s phosphate industries 
are fully developed, and the time has 
come for ber to make fertilizers as 
well us mine rock, that the increased 
supply of manufactured fertilizers 
brought into the market will be met 
by an increased demand. 

For the present, however, the 
Charleston manufacturers use about 
200,000 tons of crude rock a year, but 
they have not, so far, been able to 
use Florida low grade rock, as it can- 
not compete with the Carolina ar- 
ticle; neither could they use the 
Florida 80 per cent. to 85 per cent. 
high grade rock, as it is too high 
priced and variable, both as to color 
and qualities. 

The high grade Florida rock, to- 
gether with the 23,000 tons of apatite 

early shipped from Canada, had to 
be sent abroad to markets where 
there is only a limited demand for 
rock with high testing qualities. 

The Canadian apatite, however, is 
only a small factor, as the annual 
output for the past five years has only 
overaged about 23,000 tons. 

Sales of phosphate lands have been 
few during the year. One large tract 
and a few smaller ones changed hands 
since last report. Parties holding 
well situated and valuable lands have, 
as arule, been unwilling to sell and 
sales of lands in this State have been 
difficult to make.

The Englisi: Candle Industry. 
When a customer 


dles, 
processes or of the complicated and 
superb machinery which have been 
set in motion to produce these com- 
mon articles of every day use. 

Yet the old primitive plan of melt- 
ing fat and dipping reeds or loose cot- 
ton wick into it to make the rush- 
lights and dip candles of u past age, 
has now developed into an elaborate 
scientific system, founded on strict 
chemical principles and carried out 
by finely formed machinery. It was 
the discoveries of the great French 
chemist Chevreul, fully published 
about 1823, that made the chief differ- 
ence. All modern candle making 
dates from his successful investiga 
tions. Briefly, they revealed that 
oils and fats, which had been re- 
eacrs as simple substances, were in 
act highly complex, and that they 
consisted of solid matter, popularly 
called stearin, and of liquid matter 
called olein. These two substances 
are again divided—the stearin into 
stearic acid (or palmitic acid from 
palm oil) eee, and the olein 
into oleic acid and glycerine. ‘The 
liquid olein and glycerine are unsuit- 
able for candle making, and therefore 
the object of the elaborate machinery 
and of the various processes is to 
eliminate these liquid . substances 
from the hard stearic or palmitic 
acid, which makes hard and excel- 
lent candles. The oils set free in the 

rocesses are prepared for lubricat- 
ng, and the glycerine after purifica- 
tion is of course the well known und 
usoful emollient for toilet and medi- 
cal purposes, 

Paraffin is now the most largely 
used. Roughly speaking, the popu- 
lar English candle of to-day is made 
from paraffin, mixed with more or 
less stearin. It gives acheap, cleanly 
and very useful illuminant, and in its 
most refined form presents a hard, 
transparent, attractive, waxy appear- 
ance; indeed it is called a paraffin 
wax candle, 

In its crude state paraffin, or paraf- 
fin scale as it is termed—which has 
been obtained from petroleum or bi- 
tuminous shale—arrives in large 
casks from America, Scotland, and 
Rangoon in Burmah, and those huge 

iles of barrels you see heaped up 

ave probably contained crude parat- 
fin, or else palm oil. Well, the paraf- 
fin scale—from which the heavy oils 
have already been separated—is 
melted in large tanks. From these it 
is pumped to tanks, and thence run 
into trays, where it is solidified into 
slabs, which are placed in ovens, 
where it is subjected to a compara- 
tively gentle heat, and a great deal of 
its oil “sweated”? away, and allowed 
to runinto tanks again. The com- 
paratively hard paraffin remaining is 
of a decidedly waxy natureand, when 
decolorized by bone black or other 
carbons, and mixed with a certain 
amount of stearin, forms an admir. 
able material for candle making. ‘The 
object of mixing with stearin is to ob- 
tain a greater rigidity, without, how- 
ever, destroying the transparent waxy 
appearance which is one of the beau- 
ties of paraffine.

is now applied to the hard material 
from tallow, palm oil and greases— 
that is to the hard fat—stearic acid— 
obtained from tallow with the glycer- 
ine extracted; also to the hard fat— 
palmitic acid—obtained in the same 
way from palm oil, and to the hard 
fat similarly gained from greases. 
These hard fats are chemically 
termed “fatty acids,’? and they are 
the hardest parts of tallow, palm oil, 
and of greases. The process there- 
fore is to divide these substances 
into three parts of—1. Hard fat, or 
fatty acids, popularly called stearine ; 
2. Glycerine; and 3. Oils. Stearin 
may be made from tallow alone, which 
is more expensive, or from a mixture 
of tallow and palm oil, or with greases 
added. The tallow is first prepared 
for the candle and soap maker by a 
process known as rendering; i. e., it 
is boiled with acid water until the 
fibrous parts settle and the fatina 
somewhut purified state swims on the 
top. The palm oil in the same way is 
melted down from the casks in which 
it arrives from the West Coast of 
Africa, in large underground tanks, 
as was the paraffin scale. Having 
now our ingredients in a handy and 
clarified form, they are introduced 
separately, or mixed, as may be re- 
quired, into a large, stoutly built cop- 
per vessel called a digester or ‘‘auto- 
clave.”’ Here they are mingled 
with water and a certain amount 
of lime, and subjected to a 
heavy steam pressure of avout 
120 pounds to the square inch. The 
chemical change known as lime sa- 
ponification slowly takes place, and 
the glycerine is separated. This is 
transferred to tanks and is now tech 
nically known as ‘“sweetwater.”’ 
After distillation by means of super- 
heated steam it becomes a chemically 
pure glycerine 

Folluwing the adventures of the 
stearin, however, we find that the 
lime has next to be eliminated by sul- 
phurie acid, and then the product 
purified. After being treated, there- 
fore, with both weak and strong acid 
for these purposes, and well washed 
with water, it is distilled, the product 
being a substance nearly white, with 
a residuum in the stillsfrem which 
the clever chemists marage to obtain 
something useful, though there igs, 
after all, a residue known as “‘stearin 
pitch,’’ which indicates to some ex- 
tent its appearance. 

The elaborate process for the mak- 
ing of the popularly termed ‘‘stearin”’ 
is, however, not yet complete, We 
have a white product which contairs 
too much liquid oil. Supposing that 
we placed in the “autoclave” at the 
commencenent a mixture of palm oil, 
of tallow, and (say) of grease, we have 
now palmitic acid, stearic acid, and 
élaidic acid (solids), and also oleic 
acid, which is liquid, all mingled in 
one mass. The mixture would make 
a ‘“‘composite’’ candle, but a much 
betterone is made py pressing out 
the olein. This is now separated 
from the hard acids—the ‘‘stearin’’— 
by first crystallizing the mixture in 
shallow tins, and then subjecting the 
slabs—whicbh are wrapped in cocoa- 
nut matting—to heavy hydraulic 
pressure. Two pressings, one moder- 
ately warm and the second hot, are 
usually sufficient, and the result isa 
white hard substance, looking, to the 
non-technical eye, something like 
cuttle-fish bone. Itis not the waxy 
appearance of the paraffin, but it is 
more rigid, and burns with a fine 
smokeless flame. The liquid pressed 
out is used in commerce for oiling 
wool, and can also be worked upin 
the manufacture of soap. 

We have now sketched the two pro- 
cesses by which the two chief candle- 
making materials—stearin, popularly 
so called, and parafin—are prepared. 
Of these two, parafin is the softer, and 
if used alone is liable to bend ina 
warm atmosphere; it is therefore 
mixed with acertain amount of stearin 
to give it greater rigidity and resist- 
ance to heat. The skillful blending 
of these two substances is thus a very 
important part of the candle maker’s 
duty. It will be seen, however, that 
the preparation of the parafin is the 
simpler and less expensive process. 

Having obtained our candle mater- 
ials—which when made are stored 
ready for use—the next process is to 
make the candles themselves. This 
is chiefly accomplised in two ways, by 
dipping and by molding. Purely wax 
—i.e., bees’ wax—candles, are also 
made by pouring the wax over the 


The production of stearin, the other | wick, and then rolling it on a slab. 
chief material for candle making, is 
Stearin, chem- 
ically speaking is the name of the 
hard fat gained from tallow (beef and 
mutton fat) by squeezing out the 
more liquid part called olein; but 
popularly and commercially the name 
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There is a demand for “dip” candles 
still, and the common dip candles are 
usually made with tallow which has 
been “‘rendered"* simply, and which 
still retains its softer oil and glycerine. 
These candles of course “‘gutter,’”’ and 
sometimes emit a pungent odor due 
to a body called acrolein, which is 
really burning glycerine, which is un- 
suitable for purposes of illumination. 
A well-made tallow ‘‘dip,’”’ however, 
for —— where guttering and 
snuffing and unpleasant odors are 
great drawbacks, is a goodilluminant, 
But another and much improved form 
of ‘‘dip,” made with a plaited wick 
and a stearin of low melting point. 
To make snuffless ‘‘dips,’’ the wicks 
are wound on a light frame with long 
ends depending. Each frame holds 
about 120 long wicks, which are then 
dipped into a trough by means of 
balance-weighted pulleys. The wicks 
remain in the trough until saturated 
with the melter fiat, and are then 
withdrawn to solidify, while other 
framefuls of wicks are similarly 
treated. When dry they are dipped 
again and again, and cooled each 
time, until they become of a sufficient 
thickness, the balance-weight enab- 
ling the operator to judge when this 
is attained. 

The moulding of candies is a more 
complicated process. The moulding 
room is a very fine hall, and, like the 
great majority of the “shops” and 
sheds here, is of fire proof material of 
galvanized iron roofing. The mould- 
ing machine contains inits lower com- 
partment a numberof bobbins around 
which the wick is wound. Each wick 
then passes up throug a pipe or hollow 
piston-rod to the moulds, which are 
of pewter and beautifully burnished 
inside. Around the moulds is a water 
tank, to which steam can be admitted 
to warm the moulds before the candle 
composition is poured in and toadmit 
the water to cool the candles when the 
composition has been poured in. There 
is then a lifting plate to force up the 
moulded candles when finished and a 
clamp to hold the candles after expul- 
sion. 

An ingenious addition to the 
machine is necessary for making the 
flutted self-fitting ends with which 
some candles are supplied, and also 
for preparing the beautiful cable 
pattern candles for drawing rooms and 
festival uses, some adorned and hand 
painted. The fluted end is moulded 
by a conical cap placed on the top of 
the pewter mould—for all candles are 
moulded bottom upward. For night 
lights of one kind, boys pour the 
material out of the little kettles into 
the cups. and so deft are the lads in 
their movements that they will fill a 
whole board full of cups with quick 
jerks or turns of the wrist without 
spilling a drop or filling a cup too 
full. Other night lights are moulded. 
—Oiland Colorman’s Journal. 
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Borax Production. 


To those at all familiar with this 
staple, a brief narration of the past 
and present status of borax pro- 
duction in this country will be of in- 
terest. Such a review is specially 
important because of the radical 
changes which have recently taken 
place in the methods of procuring 
producing this article. 

The first California discovery, at 
Clear Lake, yielded from 1884 to 1867 
a considerable product, checking the 
importation of foreign borax, but 
bringing ultimate disaster to the com- 
pany working it. 

The next event of importance was 
the discovery by F. M. Smith, in 1872, 
of Teels Marsh Borax deposit in Es 
meralda Co., Nevada, and the persis- 
tent working of that, and the Searles 
Bros. borax lake in San Bernardino 
Co., Cal. 

The product soon reached five 
million pounds per annum, which, 
unfortunately for the producers, was 
largely in excess of the total demand, 
at that time, for consumption. One 
result, however, was obtained—the 
permanent cheapening of borax to 
consumer. But it is only since the 
steady working of these two extensive 
deposits that borax production has 
had any assured stability and success 
on the Pacific Coast. And even from 
that date the failures among borax 
producers have largely outnumbered 
the successes. 

Up to a very recent date, borax has 
been distinctively a desert or marsh 
product, gathered and manipulated 
by crude methods, admitting of 
little improvement by any me- 
ohanical adaptation. The owners 
of the richest and most favorably 





located deposits had, of course, some 
little advantage in producing. But 
the chief items of expense, namely, 
the labor of gathering the borax and 
soda, the scarcity and high cust of 
fuel for liquifying, crude handling to 
crystallize, and long transportation tu 
market, rendered the cost of produc- 
tion as fixed. and determined as that 
of lumber in the forest, or salt in the 
marsh, and no combination of labor 
nor investment of capital could ma- 
terially reduce the cost. The only 
cheap labor exclusively employed was 
that of the native Indians. At some 
periods Chinese contractors have com- 
peted with whites in working the 
crude borax and soda vats, but the 
last experiment of this kind proved 
disastrous even to these frugal work- 
ers. The Pacific Coast Borax Co, the 
heaviest present producer, employs 
no Chinase labor whatever. 

An entirely new era was reached by 
the discovery of a borate of lime in 
stratified rock formations, which 
transformed borax production into a 
quartz mining aud a manufacturing 
proposition combined. This change 
presented even graver features of 
necessary expenditure than the work- 
ing of the marshes. but it also held 
out the hope of realizing some econo- 
my by the adaptation of mechanical 
improvements and a saving of hand 
manipulation, unavoidable under the 
old system. 

The first experiments in this direc- 
tion, however, proved even more dis- 
astrous, as the failure of the well- 
know firm of W. T. Coleman & Co. at- 
tested. 

The producers in this new field en- 
countered the following difficulties : 


ist. A cost of mining in a hard ore 
strata corresponding to that of the 
precious metals. 


2d. The disadvantage of a region 
totally destitute of water, fuel, or 
timber,all these having to be brought 
long distances at excessive cost, while 
the character of the mine was such 
as to require heavy timbering, and 
the torrid climate called for unbound: 
ed supplies of water for man and 
beast. 

3d. A location which forbade refin- 
ing at the mines, and compelled long 
and costly transportation of the crude 
ore by team and by rail, to reach a 
suitable field for economic manufac- 
ture. 


4th. The employment of costly ma- 
chinery and skilled labor in the treat- 
ment of the ore. 


5th. And not least, the fact that the 
final product, instead of having a 
value corresponding to the cheapest 
minerals, brings in narket only 7 to 
8 cents per pound, with a distinctly 
limited demand. 


Notwithstanding these disadvan- 
tages, the Pacific Coast Borax Co., 
under management of F. M. Smith, 
invested the profits of years in the 
borax business. in a manufacturing 
plant on the Bay of San Francisco, 
employing all the mechanical im- 
provements suggested by this pro- 
gressive age. This new departure in 
borax production has at lust.it seems, 
reached the long desired ultimatum 
of bringing the cost of mining 
and manufacturing borax upon an 
extended scale down to the minimum 
cost of the more crude working from 
the marshes and it is not improbable 
that an increased demand may result 
in a corresponding economy of pro- 
duction, and a further cheapening of 
borax to consumers. 


The uncertainties heretofore attend- 
ing the handling of borax from the 
marshes, by reason of the gradual 
exhaustion of the best fields, the 
variable quality of the product, and 
the multipled contingencies of a 
desert region, have now somewhat 
given way to the more exact methods, 
and established scale of operations, 
which, with an ample deposit within 
reach, may be relied upon to ensure 
a low market price in future. Sucha 
result, however, must be dependent 
upon an unflagging demand that will 
continue to justify the employment 
of every advantage that machinery 
can afford to cheapen cost; also upon 
adequate protection against an over 
product of cheap foreign labor. The 
assurance which this stability gives to 
large prospective consumers is encour- 
aging, and it seems that hereafter the 
borax trade is likely to be independent 
of trusts and combinations. The self 
interest of the chief producers, in 
seeking to extend the market de- 
mand, affords a fair guarantee that 
reasonable prices will be maintained. 
And there always remains the health- 
ful element of competition between 
the old marsh producers, and the 
new miners and manufacturers.

TRANSPORTATION NOTES. 


The St. Paul & Kunsas City road 
threatens to make reduced excursion 
rates from Missouri River to St. Paul, 
if a gen ral reduction is made to 
Knight lemplars Encampment at 
Denver. 


There sailed from Liverpool for this 
city on July 15, the largest freight 
steamship in the world. It is the 
Naronic, of the White Star Line. 
This is her first trip and she is ex- 
ported to make it in about nine days. 


The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company has given formal 
notice of withdrawal from the West- 
ern Traffic Association. According to 
the articles of association, this notice 
will terminate in the actual with- 
drawa! of the company at the expira 
tion of ninety days. 


A few days ago ihe Interstate Com- 
merce Commission informed the Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott & Memphis road 
that 7 cents first class rate from New 
York to Kansas City via Memphis 
was illegal, as long as it maintained 
an 80c local rate from Memphis to 
Kansag City. The Fort Scott road 
has since refused to withdraw the il- 
legal rate. Meanwhile, some of the 
Chicago lines are growing restive. 
They cannot meet competition with- 
out also violating law. 


A Chicago paper says that some 
time ago the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroad Company informed 
the roads in the Western Traffic As- 
sociation that June 15 it would reduce 
second class passenger rates from the 
Misso: ri River to California points to 
$14.70. The reason why the Santa Fe 
proposed to make that rate was that 
although the regular rate was $35.00, 
the rouds were paying a commission 
to ticket and steamship agents of 
$20.30, leaving the road a net rate of 
only $14.70. 


Special meeting of the Chicago & 
West Michigan shareholders is called 
for August 16 to authorize the pur- 
chase of Chicago & North Michigan 
through acquisition of its stock or 
otherwise, and authorize the increase 
of $725,000 capital stock for this pur- 

ose. New road is finished and be- 
ing operated. Ninety per cent. of the 
subscription to build it has been 
paid. hen subscription was made 
right was reserved to issue Chicago 
& West Michigan stock in lieu of 
Chicago & North Michigan. 


The Mexican Government has just 

iven a concession for a railway from 
5 uarez, opposite El Paso, to Mazatlan, 
Mexico. ‘The concession subsidizes 
1,200 miles of the read west of Jnarez 
at the rate of $13,000 per mile which, 
it is estimated, will cover the cost of 
construction — whore the 
line must pass through the Sierra 
Madra Mountains. he road will 
pass through the States of Chihuahua, 
Sonora ana Lincola, with Mazatlan 
on the Pacific Coast its terminus. 


Last Friday was the date named for 
the adoption by the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy, and the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific, of the re 
duced rates on freight between Chica- 
go and points in Culorado and Utah, 
notiee of which was given three 
months ago. The reductions are radi- 
cal, and it is generally feared in rail- 
road circles that the cuts will extend 
to other lines of traffic. It had been 
hoped that at the meeting of the Ad 
visory Board of the Western Traffic 
Association on July 12 there could be 
no agreement which would prevent 
the reductions, but at that meeting 
nothing was done. 


Trinidad’s Lake of Boiling Pitch. 


The asphalt barks from the West 
Indies are about the only vessels out- 
side the coasting schooners that ever 
favor Washington with a visit. Two 
of them are now lying off the wharf 
at the foot of New Hampshire avenue, 
and are well worth a visit. 


Down in the hold the cargo looks 
like the edge of a dead lava field, 
black and seamed. and apparently as 
hard as rock; but the hardness is de- 
ceptive. Break up a bushel of the 
“pitch,” as it is known to the trade, 
and pile the fragments on top of the 
big asphalt field weich fills the whole 
of the lower deck, and by to-morrow 
morning they would disappear, 
sunken slowly back into the parent 
mass. This slow-running quality 
makes the cargo one of the most de- 
tested among the Captains in the 
island trade, for when the ship has 
been listed over to port or starboard 
for a couple of aa: while running 
before a strong wind. the whole cargo 
will quietly shift over and have to be 
broken up and trimmed back to its 
proper position to keep the ship on 
even keel. 


Trinidad is a British possession in 
the West Indies. It was one of the 
little spots of terra firma against 
which Columbus ran when, in 1498, he 
pushed his explorations further west- 
ward in search of that mariners’ 
phantasm, the northwest passage. 
The island was then inhabited solely 
by Caribs, a wild and warlike but 
withal intelligent race, not unlike the 
North American Indians. For many 
years the island remained a neglected 
dependency of Spain, with a con- 
stantly dwindling population, mostly 
natives and imported negroes. In 
1797 it passed into the hands of the 
British Government, and has re- 
mained an English colony since. 


There are but two towns of import- 
ance on the island, Port of Spain and 
San Fernando. These live mostly by 
their imports, the chief productions 
of the island beyond its own necessi- 
ties being asphalt and cocoanuts. 
English is the court language, but 
the majority of the people are ne- 
groes, descendants of the-.old slave 
stock, who talk a patois of mingled 
French, Spanish and English that is 
described as the ‘‘most baek-handed 
est lingo” any heathen ever invented. 
The negroes are, like those of the 
United States, beginning to feel their 
freedom. 

Some of the original Caribs are still 
to be found among the island people, 
but they are rapidly dsappearing, and 
in their place is now seen the im- 
ported coolie. The coolie trade, which 
was originally instituted to furnish 
cheap labor for the plantations, was 
in former times a terrible disgrace to 
the islands and partook of more than 
all the horrors of the African slave 
trade. 

The great pitch lake, which is the 
chief wonder and attraction of the 
island, is situated in a low, sandy 
stretch of the southwest coast, near 
Cape Corbaray. ‘The surrounding 
country is low and malarial, in strik- 
ing contrast to the high hills and 
rich woodlands of the coast further 
back.

Death Valley’s Bridge of Salt. 

The natural wonders of Death Val- 
ley have probably been more minute- 
ly ard extensively described by pro- 
fessional writers than any other spot 
they never saw, but one wonder there 
has in some way escaped these un- 
traveled scribes. In 1883 some borax 
works were built on the east side of 
the valley, a couple of miles or so 
above the mouth of Furnace Creek 
Canyon. The road thence to the rail- 
road led down the east side of the val- 
ley for several miles, and then had to 
cross over to the west side, because 
no drinking water can be had on the 
east side below Furnace Creek. More- 
over, the land on the west side lies 
much better fora road. But how to 
get the wagons across the valley was 
aproblem. From end toend the cen- 
tre of the valley is one long salt 
marsh, and in most places it is so soft 
and wet that even a man would need 
snow shoes to insure his safety Else-

Dr. C. Hart Merriam’s corps 
of scientists cut through in one place 
and easily shoved a pole down fifteen 
feet. Thereis no guessing how much 
deeper the slime was.

hammers. They found the crust was 
@ mixture of salt and sand, and event- 
wry a route was decided upon. The 
road was then to be graded, and prob- 
ably for the first time in the world a 
road of the length of this one was 
graded exclusively with sledge ham- 
mers, 

Here was a stretch of solid ‘salt 
some eight miles across. In a sense 
it was level—there were no hills or 
valleys. In another sense there was 
scarce a level square inch on the 
whole bed, for the salt crust had 
peewee. through the influences of 

eat from above and of moisture from 
below, been torn and twisted and 
thrown up in the most jagged peaks, 
pyramids and crisctossed rocks im- 
aginable. They were not high—none 
more than feet—but there was not 
level space even for a mad’s foot be- 
tween them. Every step made was 
on a ragged point or edge of some 


The nearest approach to any- 
thing like tliat I have ever seen was 
on the ice on Lake Erie, where two 
fields had been jagged together by 
the wind and held so by the frost. 
The ragged ice masses were some- 
what like these salt masses. They 
were larger, but they were not so 
sharp nor in any way so difficult to 
cross. 

Judging that the crust would sus- 
tain the weight of the wagons the 
workmen swung their sledge hammers 
day after day until theyhad beaten 
down these pinnacles into a smooth 
a six feet wide. It was, per- 
1aps, the most laborious engineering 
work ever done in the country; for 
the climate and the location, far from 
civilized habitations, combined to re- 
tard the efforts of the workmen. The 
roadway, when completed, led over 
what may be properly called a natur- 
ally formed bridge of salt eight miles 
long—the only bridge of the kind in 
the world. 

As one enters the easterly end of 
this road two unmarked graves are 
seen in the salt crust near the track. 
They are graves of unknown men who 
died there from the heat, and, after 
the fashion of the country, were 
buried where they fell. They were 
covered over with pieces of salt 
broken from the pinnacles near by. 
The crust was too hard to warrant 
digging into it. One must travela 
long time to find two more graves like 
those, if indeed two more can be found 
in the world.—_San Francisco Lram- 
imer.

Linseed Oil Suit Decision. 


The following is the full text of the 
decision in the Lawther Hamilton 
case, to which reference is made in 
our editorial columns: 

This suit was brought for infringe- 
ment of Letters Patent No. 168,164, 


dated September 28, 1875, for a new |

ous seeds. This court dismissed the 


bill for want of equity, holding the | 


patent invalid. On appeal, the Su- 
preme Court reversed the decree (124 


U. S. 1) holding that the patent was | 


valid, that the defendants had in 
fringed, and thatthe complainant was 
entitled to an injunction. An inter- 
locutory decree was accordingly en 
tered by this court, and the cause 


master, to take the proofs and report 


the profits, savings and advantages 
which had accrued to the defendants 


from their unlawful use of the pat- 
ented process. ‘The complainant made 
no claim for damages. 

It was admitted before the master 
that during the period of undisputed 
infringement the defendants treated 
6v0,000 bushels of flaxseed, and re 
ceived for the vil extracted therefrom 
45 cents per guilon, or six cents per 
pound. 

The complainant claims that by the 
use of his process the defendants ob- 
tuined an increased yield of at least 
two pounds of oil per bushel of seed 
treated, making a total gain of 
1,200,000 pounds, which, at six cents a 
pound, amounts to $72,000. 

The old process consisted in crush 
ing the seed between horizontal 
rollers, two or more pairs, passing 
the crushed seed under muller stones, 
where it was ground, moistened, aud 
mixed, and then snbjecting the mass 
to pressure. Lawther discovered that, 
by dispensing with the muller stones 
he was able to obtain more oil and a 
better cake. His invention, as defined 
by the Supreme Court, consisted in 
discarding the muller stonesand pass 
ing thecrushed seed directly into a 
mixing machine to be stirred, moist- 
ened and heated by jets of steam or 
water, and then transferring the mass 
to presses for the expression of the 
oil by hydraulic or other power. He 
employed no new machinery in his 
process, but simply dispensed with

treatment of the seed. 

The single claim of the patent 
reads: ‘The process of crushing olea- 
ginous seeds and extracting the oil 
therefrom consisting of the following 
successive steps, viz: the crushing of 
the seeds under prsssure, the moist- 
ening of the seeds by direct subjec- 
tion to steam, and, finallv, the ex- 
pression of the oil from the seed by 
suitable pressure, as and for the pur- 
pose set forth.” 

It appears from the testimony that 
while using the complainant’s pro- 
cess, the defendants obtained an in- 
creased yield of about five pounds of 
oil to the bushel more than they had 
extraced under the old process, and 


‘cake containing 2°87 pound 
was referred to Mr. Hugh Ryan, as ; . . oe 


oil. Other mills obtained about nine- 
teen pounds of oil to the bushel while 
using the complainant's process, an 
increase of about two pounds to the 
bushel of seed treated, and cake con- 
taining two pounds less of oil. 

The witnesses do not agree as to 
the increased yield due to the pat- 
ented process, but, from all the testi- 
mony, I think it conservative to say 
that by its use the defendants ob- 
tained an increase of, at least, one 
aud one-half — of oil per bushel 
from the six hundred thousand bush- 
els treated, making a total of 900,000 
pounds, which, at six cents per pound, 
amounts to $54,000. This amount, 
less $11,000 deducted for the dimin- 
ished value of the oil cake, leaves due 
to the complainart $43,000. 


The following are the Master‘s con- 
clusions: 


“First. That it has not been proven 
upon this accounting that the use of 
the Lawther process in suit has been, 
or is, productive of any increased 
yield of oil or other profits, savings 
or advantages over that derived from 
the use of the old or Callahan process, 

“Second. That the evidence shows 
that the yield of oil produced from 
oleaginous seeds has been increased 
during the |e ten or fifteen years 
somewhere from one to two and one- 
half pounds per bushel, and thatsuch 
increase has been due in part to the 
improvement in the quality of seed 
during that period, in part to the 
greater attention paid to the details 
of the business and the greater efforts 
made, owing to the diminished price 
of oil cake, to extract from the seed 
the greatest possible amount of oil, 
and in very large part to the adoption 
of improved machinery for the perfect 
crushing and gradual reduction of the 
seed, among which last-named im- 
provements the chief is the complain- 
ant’s five high stack of rolls, so called.

The Master was largely influenced 
by the fact, as he _ found it, 
that the increased yield which the de 
fendants obtained was chiefly due to | 
the thorough crushing of the seed | 
under pressure of the stack of five- 
high rolls. This crushing was one 
step in the complainant’s process. 
It was a mistake to hold that, be- 
cause the seed was thoroughly 
crushed between the stack of five- 
high rolls, that the increased yield 
was due to the crushing instrument- 
ality, and not to the patented process. 
The first step inthe complainant’s 
process is the crushing or disinte- 
grating of the seed evenly and sufti- 
ciently between powerful rollers. The 
Master seems to have lost sight of

| the construction given to the patent 


by the Supreme Court, 

In the Master’s opinion, the in- 
creased yield was due, in part, to the 
improved quality of the seed treated 
by the defendants, but the cake which 
they produced under the patented 
process produced 2.87 pounds of oil 
less than the cake produced by them 
under the old process. This fact 
seems to have escaped the Master’s 
notice. 

Another reason for finding that the 
increased yield was not due to the use 
of the patented process was that dur- 
ing the months of disputed infringe- 
ment, just prior to the period of ad- 
mitting infringement, the defendants 
obtained an increased yield of oil by 
using two sets of chilled steel rolls for 
crushing the seed, a steam spraying 
device for moistening it, and muller 
stones as they had been used before, 
The complainant denies that the mul- 
lers were used during this period. It 
is plain thut if they were used it was 
more to mix than to grind or crush the 
seed. The chilled rolls fully crushed 
the seed and the increased yield was 
due to that rather than the mullers. 
This was the firststep in the patented 
process, 

The complainant demonstrated the 
importance of thoroughly crushing 
the seed by roller pressure and the in- 
jurious effect of grinding the hulls un- 
der muller stones, ,His process was 
generally adopted. 

The Master should have compared 
the result of the complainant’s process 
with the results obtained prior to the 
invention. Betore the complainant

showed the importance of thorough 
crushing the defendants obtained only 
about fifteen pounds of oil to the 
bushel of seed treated. 

The Master erred in finding that, 
after the service of the injunction, the 
defendants crushed their seed by pres- 
sure under the stack of five-high 
rolls, then passed it under aset of mul- 
ler stones and obtained a yield of oil 
= bushel equal to the yield obtained 

xy the use of complainant’s process. 
These mullers were only about three 
feet in diameter, and they traveled 
round about three times on the 
crushed seed. General Hamilton him- 
self festified that they did not grind 
the hulls. The essence of the com- 
plainant’s invention consists in the 
thorough crushing of the seed without 
grinding it before it is pressed, and 
that is what the defendants did after 
the service of the injunction. 

They crushed the seed as they did 
during the period of undisputed in- 
fringement. The manner in which 
the small mullers, not the old ones, 
were used, had littie, if any, appre- 
ciable effect. They certainly did not 
srind the seed into a mealy condition. 

t was error to adopt this test of 
comparison. 

The Master also ascribed the in- 
creased yield, in part, to General 
Hamilton’s superior skill and scienti- 
fic management rather than the pat- 
ented process. It does not appear 
from the evidence that he did not ex- 
ercise the same skill and intelligence 
when manufacturing under the old 
process, And it is significant in this 
connection that other mills using the 
patented process showed substantially 
the same result as did the defen- 
dants’. 

An infringer cannot be heard to say 
that his supertor skill and intelli- 
gence enabled him to realize profits 
by his infringement which a person 
of less skill might not have realized. 
He is liable for all profits he has 
made by the illegal abpropriation of 
another’s invention. ‘The patentee 
cannot recover more than actual pro- 
fits because the exercise of skill 
would have enabled the infringer to 
realize better results, nor can the lat- 
ter avoid paying actual profits on the 
ground that they would have been 
less had he not been skillful.

my letter was written, the quotation 
being now $36 50. The spot price re- 
mains at $43 50 for 50 flasks and up- 
wards, $44 for less than 50 flasks. 
The conduct of the business under 
the combine is subject to some very 
severe criticism. One gentleman 
claims that it has lost us the Mexican 
trade. This, of course, is not to be 
taken literally construed, as we have 
shipped during the past six months 
from 50 to 375 flasks per month, be- 
sides some in transit. This last, how- 
ever, is not California quicksilver, 
He says that it costs $1 25 for freight, 
insurance, etc., making at present 
prices the value laid down in Mexi- 
can ports on the Pacific $36 75 per 
flask. This, he says, is higher than 
the figures at which English ship- 
pers of Spanish quicksilver can and 
do lay down the article there. Our 
shipments to Mexican ports have, as 
a matter of fact, fallen off wonder- 
fully during the past six months com- 
pared with the corresponding six 
months of 1891. A good deal of feel- 
ing is caused by the fact that the 
miners of the Pacific States are 
charged about 10 cents per pound or 
$7 62% per flask, nearly more than is 
the purchaser for export. If quick- 
silver can be sold at a profit at $36 50, 
why should the miner be charged 
$43 50@$44 for it. No doubt the pro- 
ducers have a very good reason for 
this discrimination abroad, they have 
to compete, at home they have not, 
and they are simply doing what all do 
when we get the chance. As to the 
lower figures for export the operators 
are doing their best to keep a little 
remnant of our once flourishing ex- 
port trade out of the clutches of the 
Rothschilds, whose hand is now being 
felt as severely in Mexico by Ameri- 
can exporters as it has for several 
years past been in China. There is 
therefore some excuse for the fact that 
causes such dissatisfaction amongst 
the miners of our coast. It looks as 
though under the present condition of 
affairs our quicksilver producers 
should have soon to abandon most of 
the trade with the outer world and 
that it depended almost altogether on 
the yield of the old Spanish mine and 
its demand elsewhere as to whether 
we should sell any to outsiders or not. 
Our home market cannot be advanced 
above a certain figure or we shall be, 
as we have been even this year, faced 
by Spanish quicksilver in our own 
market. The importations of foreign 
quicksilver have of course been ex- 
tremely light, and are of interest only 
as they show that here is a determin- 
ing factor in local prices, The pro- 
duction of quicksilver for the half 
year ending July 1st has been much 
larger than for the same time in 1891. 
For the first six months of 1892 there 
have been 17,800 flasks, for the same 
time in 1891, 13,300 flasks. These fig- 
ures have not as yet been published 
in San Francisco. This shows an in- 
crease of about one-third this year. 
This leads one to the conclusion that 
unless the output is lessened for the 
rest of the half year, or unless coast 
demand increases largely, that the 
market cannot remain very strong. 

The borax market calmly pursues 
the even tenor of its “er Receipts 
and shipments follow each other with 
regularity and exactitude, the last 
shipment of moment was 193,798 tb, 
valued at $14,458, to New York by the 
City of Sydney. I have said that the 
borax business has been for quite a 
while a practical monopoly, withal a 
beneficent one, but there is arising 
a cloud no larger than a man’s 
hand which may in the near 
future cover the whole borax pro- 
ducers’ sky, in Salinas Valley, Inyo 
county, there has been something do- 
ing for the past three years by several 
small companies, but only oneis prac- 
tically at work, it has been getting 
out borax in a small way, but the 

uantity is slowly increasing. The 
description of crude borax obtained 
is that known as borate of soda. The 
operators labor under many disad- 
vantages as they have to carry the 
product by wagon for 45 miles to 
alvord on the Carson railroad. An- 
other set of operators will get to work 
shortly, and there are three or four 
companiesaltogether. I aminformed 
that the deposits are immense, but are 
unequal as to value, some are very 
rich while others carry a very low 
percentage of borax. I apprehend 
that capitalists will not be long before 
finding out their location and invest- 
ing if they have not done so already, 
although the experience of Wm. T. 
Coleman would naturaly act as a bar 
in that direction. Of late we have 
been receiving some borax from Coos 
County, Oregon., the deposits are the 
property of the borax company of this 
city, they are, however, not very 
large.

This is the time of vear when every- 
body talks of midsummer dullness 
and looks hopefully forward to a re- 
vival of business as soon as the cooler 
months arrive. That is exactly the 
case with the oil trade, for while in 
some of the seasonable products there 
is an encouraging de;ree of activity, 
taking the list all through trade is not 
much to brag about. The fact is that 
in nearly all lines those who are in 
need of stock show no inclination to 
exceed natural requirements, even 
though in some cases holders offer 
them inducements to increase the 
size of their orders. The reason is 
buyers do not look for any material 
improvement in the price of the lead- 
ing staples, and on that account are 
inclined to let the manufacturers 
carry the stocks until such time as 
they are really needed. One of the 
most important events of the week 
was the sudden and altogether un- 
looked for drop in the price of lineeed 
oil. It was said to have been forced 
upon the crushers by the action of 
the trust in attempting to meet the 
competition of some of the weaker 
outside mills. 

Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed Oil.—_Immediately after the 
date of our last the price of both city 
and Western brands was reduced two 
cents per gallon, much to the aston- 
ishment of the general trade, which 
had been led to expect a steady mar- 
ket for some time tocome. Several 
reasons for this decliue have been ad- 
vanced, but we are induced to believe 
that only one of these has any foun- 
dation in fact. It has been known 
for some time past that certain of 
the outside mills, and by this we mean 
not only those who are not in the 
Trust but those who have no connec- 
tion with the larger seaboard crush- 
ers, were becoming uneasy over the 
long depression in trade and having 
accumulated a considerable quantity 
of stock were anxious to dispose

taken for what it is worth. The mar- 
ket closes quiet at 40c for city oil made 
from American seed, 39 less 2% for 
Trust and most of the other out of 
town brands, and 38c less 2% for one 
of the eastern makes, though go far 
as we can learn only a small quantity 
of the latter is obtainable at the price 
named. The situation is considered 
at length in our editorial columns, 

Cottonseed Oil.—The usual summer 
dulless has prevailed during the past 
week, and from present indications it 
is likely to continue at least for the 
balance of the month. Only such lots 
as current wants require are being 
taken for which full prices are ob- 
tained. There are several lots of 
off crude for which 28¢ is asked 
with 25c bid. Choice crude _ is 
held at 30c, but if you want to 
sell, 29c is the best it will bring. 
There are two or three outside lots of 
prime yellow held at 32c with bids of 
31%c solicited for 500 or 1,000 bbls, 
but so farexporters have not been 
disposed to raise their bids of 31c for 
this quantity. As an indication of 
how dull it is, one has only to look at 
the exports for the past week, they 
being the lighest since the first of the 
year, With all of these drawbacks 
prices do not show any signs of weak 
ness (except in the case re- 
ferred to above) for the reason 
that holders are firm in their belief 
that while trade is dull at the moment, 
it won’t remain so forever. Should 
these outside lots be taken up the 
market would assume a stronger tone 
at once, as what oil there is obtaina- 
ble is held by a few holders who are 
not disposed to sacrifice their goods, 
at least not for the present. The mar- 
ket closes steady, but dull at 29@30c 
for prime crude, 25@28c for off crude, 
82@32%c for prime yellow and 31@ 
31\c for off yellow.

There has been no improve- 
ment in the demand for the manufac- 
tured oils here but prices are steadily 
maintained. 


Mineral Olis. 


Since the middle of the month there 
has been a rather better demand for 
the mineral lubricating oils, but buy- 
ers are confining their purchases to 
such lots as they need for present use, 
and consequently we have no sales of 
importance and no special activity to 
report in any line. There has been 
no change in prices, but at the same 
time a close buyer has little difficulty 
in getting concessions on any of the 
prices quoted.

The fact is they never have 
much use for oil cake at this season, 
and should there be any increase in 
the supply a decline in prices would, 
under existing conditions, be precipi- 
tated. Itis reported that a consider- 
able lot of city cake, of a special 
brand,.was sold for export last week, 
but the particulars have not trans- 
pired.

Chicago Oil Market.

Linseec, Oil.—Somewhat to the sur- 
prise of the trade at large, the week 
opened with oil 2c lower than last 
week’s figures, i. e., at 39c. Con- 
sumptive inquiry is reported better, 
stocks in the hands of both second 
hands and consumers having become 
moderately reduced. The drop was 
first announced by the combénation. 
On its face such action seems anom- 
alous, and the reasons for the adop- 
tion of such a policy are best known 
to those on the inside. The fact that 
the reduction occurred within three 
days after the National’s directors 
had adjourned, and that is so 
promptly supervened upon the legal 
triumph of the combination in Wis- 
consin occasions surmise that this is 
virtually the throwing down of the 
gage, which may ultimately result in 
the precipitation of renewed hostili- 
ties between the two factions strug- 
gling for supremacy in the Western 
market. 

Flaxseed.—_The amount of seed in 
store at the beginning of the week, as 
officially reported by the inspector, 
showed a falling off from the quantity 
in sight the week before of 236,095 
bushels. The exact figures are as 
follows: Of No. 1, 2,699,365 bushels; 
of rejected, 54,102; of no grade, 839; 
total, 2,754,306 bushels, as against 2,- 
990,401 bushels the week previous, 
while a year ago the stock was only 
338,049 bushels. The total movement 
during the week shows a notable in- 
crease in shipments, a considerable 
proportion of which is thought to be 
destined for foreign consumption. A 
summary of the official postings is 
is given below:

Arrivals continue to increase. This 
week’s inspections in are reported as 
having been 230 cars of No. 1, 65 of 
rejected and 19 of no grade—making 
314 cars in all, as against 302 cars last 
week and 278 the week before. During 
the corresponding week of last year 
there were inspected in 106 cars of 
No. 1, 14 of rejected and 2 of no grade 
—a total of 122 cars. The outward 
movement, however, has been con- 
siderably in excess of the arriva!s, 
there having been inspected out dur- 
ing the — six days 334,796 bushels 
of No. 1, besides 31,016 bushels of re- 
jected, in addition to 3,300 bushels 
billed through, making in all 369,112 
bushels, as contrasted with 93,983 last 
week and 182,995 the week before. 

In neither nash seed nor future de- 
liveries has tka market shown any ex- 
traordinary activity. Notwithstand- 










ing the liberal receipts offerings have 
been only moderate, much of the seed 
coming in having been delivered on 

revious transactions. The range has 

een narrow, tho market opening at 
$1 01%, selling down to $1 01, then up 
to $1 03. falling to $1 02 and — ap- 
preciating to $1 03%, making the 
range for the week $1 01@1 03%, as 
against $100@103% Isst week and 
$1 03%4@1 07 the week before.

the floor of ’Change foot up 73 cars, 
10,000 bushels and 230 bags of No. 1, 
32 cars of rejected,and 11 cars and 75 
bags of no grade—or about 135 cars 
in all as against some 200 cars last 
week and about 275 cars the week be- 
fore. In the speculative market, 
trading has been comparatively quiet. 
Outside of asingle sale of 5,000 bushels 
of January at $105, it has been 
confined wholly to September deliv- 
ery, of which 210,000 bushels changed 
hands at $1 02@1 04, a quantity which 
seems insignifleant when compared 
with the 1,340,500 bushels which were 
sold last week at figures ranging 
from $1 01%@1 05. To-day’s market 
closed with sellers firm at $1 03 and 
with buyers seeking concessions 
which were not granted. Rejected 
sold at 96%@97%c, with sales of 
no grade negotiated at 8@10c lower. 
In the speculative market $1 03 was 
asked for September, and about %c 
less bid. The only sales negotiated 
was of 5,000 bushels, and that was ne- 
gotiated at a compromise—$1 02%. 
Inquiry seems to be light, yet there is 
no just reason for anticipating de- 
pression. 

Oil Cake.—No change of importance 
can be noted, the single new feature 
being a slight improvement in_in- 
quiry from both the United Kingdom 
and the Continent. Occasional sales 
are reported for export at figures 
which represent about $22 50 net here. 
Freights—both inland and ocean—are 
sustantially unaltered, and altogether 
the situation seems to have settled 
down to its normal, midsummer con- 
dition. Foreign inquiry extends over 
August and September; the con- 
sumptive demand at home is for im- 
mediate delivery, and while reason- 
ably good for the season does not 
seem to be by any means active. At 
the same time, the scantiness of 
stocks justifies holders in maintain- 
ing market values. 

Oleo Oils.—A decided improvement 
has occurred in the market for oleo 
abroad, resulting from a determina- 
tion on the part of melters to insist 
upon 54f1 as a minimum price for 
fancy grades. This was a bold step 
to take in an overstocked market but 
the event proved its wisdom. Churn- 
ers became slightly anxious and en- 
tered the market as buyers. Aftera 
few sales of 54fl, representatives of 
some Chicago houses made an effort 
to establish a minimum of 57fl, but 
this attempt was not crowned with 
success. ots of oil might yet be 
had at 54fl, but ultimately there were 
buyers of fancy brands, in a moderate 
way, at 56tl, and the week closes with 
holders firm and offerings limited, 
even on the advance. The cables re- 
port about 3,700 tes sold this week, as 
against some 1,500 tcs last week. On the 
other hand exports exhibit a decline, 
having fallen from 3,824 tes last week 
to 2,564 tes this week. Practically 
there is no curtailment of production, 
although under existing circumstan- 
ces there is a disposition among Chi- 
eago melters to hold stocks in reserve. 

Lard Oil.—Lard has gone up; cash 
bringing 7 20@7 22%c, August. about 
24% higher and September selling 
moderately at 7 30c. This indicates a 
strong market, and extra oil has sym- 
pathized therewith in so far that it has 
risen to 56@57c with a good inquiry 
reported at theadvance. Lower grades 
arein about normal request,i. é.,extra 
No. 1 may be quoted at 45c, No. 1 at 
37c and No. 2 at 35¢. Grease oils are 
rather scarce, hence the firmness of 
lower grades. 

Neaisfoot Oil—Shows no improve- 
ment in activity, but a moderate out- 
put moves readily into consumption 
at 45¢c for pure and 38c for No. 1. 

Tallow Oil.—The market for tallow 
may be said to have ruled quiet, but 
steady. Packers’ make is quoted at 
4%c, with country rendered at fully 
we lower. Oleo-stearine is a little 
stronger, commanding about 7c. 
Tallow oil is in about usual request, 
with no offerings heard under 45c.

Kirk, the Forest Oil Company's No, 1 
Camptell aud the Forest Oil Com- 
panys No. 5 McEwen were all light, 
and the Enreka Oil Company’s No. 2 
on the Keisa farm was reported to be 
from 15 to 18 iest in the Gordon sand 
and no good. The Forrest Oil com- 
pany’s No. 3,on the Mrs. Campbell 
farm, in the same region, was reported 
to be in the Gordon sand and fill- 
ing up. The Wheeling Gas Company’s 
No. 1, on the Patterson farm, near 
Venice, five miles south of McDonald, 
isin the 50-foot and a good gasser. 
Their Mooreau well is #lso a gasser 
from the 50 toot. The Wheeling has 
started acouple of wells on the Rob 
bins farm, a mile and a half south 
west of McDonald. No.2 Robbins is 
locate!’ in the northeast corner 
of the farm, and offsets Greenlee & 
Forst’s No. 5, on the Gladden ‘arm. 
but is 34 feet from the line, making 
a distance between the wells of 68" feet, 
No. 3 Robbins is located in the north- 
west corner of the farm, and 500 feet 
northeast from the Woodland Oil Co’s 
No.2, on the Crawford farm, which 
started off a few weeks ago on 50 bar- 
rels an hour. It is about 420 feet 
northwest from the same company’s 
No.1on the Robbins farm. Patter 
son & Jones’ No 1 onthe McGarr 
farm. a mile west of the Old McCurdy 
farm, was reported to be inthe sand 
and showing fora small well. Infor- 
mation was received that the well be- 
longing to the Lockhart Iron Co., H. 
S. Stewart and S. D Robinson. locat- 
ed on the McCoy farm in the north- 
east part of the McCurdy field, had 
been drilled into the fourth sand and 
was making 13 barrels an hour. This 
well was drilled to the top of the 
fourth «couple of weeks ago and has 
been making from 60 to 7. barrels a 
day since.

The Committee on Proprietary 
Goods of the National Wholesale 
Drnoggists’ Association reports that 
the following proprietors have added 
to their contracts a clause providing 
that where less than 4% dozen of their 
goods are ordered at one time, an ad- 
vance of 10% over the regular dozen 
price must be charged.

The Liability of Carriers. 


A favorable report has been ordered 
by the House Committee on Com- 
merce on the bill, recently introduced 
by Representative Harter of Ohio, re- 
lating to contracts of common carriers 
and to certain obligations and rights 
in connection with the carriage of 
property. The bill is designed to do 
away with certain disadvantages un- 
der which American shippers labor 
in shipping breadstuffs and other 
articles to Europe. The existing 
bills of eine. filled with exceptionsin 
favor of the shipowners, are the growth 
of earlier times, when traffic was 
comparatively small and the risks of 
the shipowner much greater than at 

resent. ‘The British shipowners 

ave American es at a dis- 
advantage because they control most 
of the carrying trade and exercise a 
otent influence on legislation in 

reat Britain. Several British Cham- 
bers of Commerce, includin;z those of 
London, Glasgow and Bristol, are 
cordially in sympathy with the move- 
ment for a bill of lading which shall 
impose ts ed responsibilities on the 
carrier without subjecting him to 
undue hardships. These British 
boards, however, represent the im- 
porting interest, which is powerless 
to secure results against the 
union of the shipping interest 
and the. British millers. They are 
urging that legislation should 
come from this country in the 
form of requirements that vessels 
shall not be permitted to receive 
nas here without accepting the 
conditions of the prescribed 1 of 
lading. Mr. Harter accordingly in- 
troduced a bill for this purpose, which 
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Mr. Lind of Minnesota, a member of 
the Committee on Commerce, has been 
authorized to report. A strong re- 
port in favor of such a measure was 
made recently by the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, and will prob- 
ably be annexed to the report of Mr. 
Lind. The purpose of the bill is 
briefly set forth in a letter which Mr. 
Harter has received from a prominent 
firm of adjusters in New York. The 
define its essential provisions as fol- 
lows: 

1. To hold common earriers re- 
sponsible for logses arising from neg- 
ligence in loading and stowing, and 
to secure some care in transit and 
= delivery. It is clear that for 
such losses common carriers should 
always be held responsible. 

2. To oblige vessels to give a bill of 
lading for property delivered to and 
accepted by them for carriage prop- 
erly described. This is merely car- 
riers’ duty, but sometimes they ne- 
glect it and shippers are often put to 
great trouble in consequence. 

3. It relieves vessels and owners 
from loss due to errors of judgment 
of master and crew in actual naviga- 
tion Letween ports of loading and de- 
livery. This is a great cession to 
ship-owners, but one that modern 
views seem to think allowable, the 
vessel being properly equipped, offi- 
cered and manned on the start. 

4, It does not touch on secret de- 
fects. Such defects are due to want 
of care in construction. To relieve 
owners would make them negligent 
and careless in build, and life is too 
much at stake to permit this by any 
general rule. It seems about time for 
America to insjst that her merchan- 
dise be transported with some refer- 
ence to the old laws that insured some 
protection. 

The Committee on Commerce, in 
perfecting the bill, have stricken out 
all portions referring to domestic 
bills of lading, so as to make the 
measure applicable only to foreign 
bills of lading. The third section of 
the bill, exempting carriers from lia- 
bility in case their vessels are prop- 
erly equipped and handled and suffer 
by accident, has not been changed. 
The burden of proving that the equip- 
ment was not what it should have 
been is upon the person seeking to 
recover damages from the vessel 
owners. The tendency of the bill, 
however, in the opinion of ita advo- 
cates, is to promote greuter safety in 
ecean transportation, and will result 
in lower rates by underwriters in 
favor of American shippers, 


_—— 2 —_——__ 
Constitution of Benzene. 


In the last communication by von 
Baeyer on the above subject the fol- 
lowing passage occurs: 

“The task which I set myself at the 
beginning of these investigations was 
to determine the constitution of ben- 
zene by experimental methods, and 
not to prove the correctness of an 
hypothesis by experiment. Accord- 
ingly I have changed my view re- 
peatedly, as the sum of my experi- 
ences seemed to speak more for one 
view or the other. If now I put prom- 
inently forward an hypothesis which 
I formerly opposed, I beg the reader 
not to be surprised, and not to accuse 
me of inconsistency, if later I should 
prefer another hypothesis. 

“The hypothesis I refer to is that of 
Claus. It consists in the assumption 
that each carbon atom of benzene is 
united to the two adjoining atoms by 
ordinary single union, and to the 
carbon atom in the para position 
by a peculiar bond. I objected to this 
hypothesis mainly because such para- 
bonds could not be found in the re- 
duction products of the benzene-car- 
bonie acid, and I therefore put for- 
ward the centric formula, which is in- 
tended to express the idea that the 
diagonal valencies of Claus are not 
united with each other, but are free 
and directed towards the center. I 
observed, however, that this formula 
is identical with that of Claus, if in 
the case of the latter it be assumed 
that the weprase of a single para-bond 
caused both the others to go over in- 
to double bonds. : 

“T shall now, on the basis of new 
facts, attempt to prove that the form- 
ula of Claus agrees best with the 
facts, with this limitation, that para- 
bonds exist only as long as the ben- 
zene-nucleus remains intact.”?” The 
author then shows that: 

1. Noconclusion as to the consti- 
tution of benzene can be drawn from 
the course of the reduction of a ben- 
zene derivative and 

2. The reformation of a benzene- 
nucleus from a hydro-derivative can 
throw light upon the constitution of 
benzene.

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And says: “‘The question as to the

The material now available 
is, however, still too meager to lead 
to a definite conception of the space 
configuration of the benzene molecule. 
I consider, therefore, the solution of 
this stereochemical problem as the 
task that should next be undertaken, 
and I have begun the investigation of 
the reduction-products of isophthalic 
acid as well as of the carbonic acids 
of complex benzene compounds.”

Sponge Fisheries in Malta. 
TRANSMITTED BY CONSUL WORTHINGTON, 


The Mediterranean Naluralist for 
March is, as usual, brimful of inter- 
est. A capital article appears under 
the heading of ‘ ‘Lampe usa and its 
Sponge Fisheries.” The following 
concluding paragraphs will give an 
idea of its relative interest to this 
island: 

“The sea bed in the vicinity of 
Lampedusa is of a sandy and rocky 
character, and it is thus specially 
suited to the life habits of these pro- 
tozoans. Cyprus, Rhodes, Crete, and 
the coasts of Syria abound with beds 
of varying areas; and, as an example 
of the value of the products of this 
form of industry, it has been officially 
stated that from Calymnos alone the 
value of the sponges exported ex- 
ceeds £125,000 annually. 

“There is no doubt but that, judg- 
ing from the nature of the conditions 
under which these sponges grow, 
there are numerous similar beds seat- 
tered over the great submarine 
plateau which occupies the greater 
yortion of the area of the southern 
1alf of the Mediterranean. The con- 
formation and nature of the sea bed 
around the Maltese Islands, the close 
proximity of the Tunisian and Lam- 
pedusian sponge fields, as well as the 


more tangibles that are afforded us 
on the shores of Ghain Toffiha, St 
Paul’s Bay, and Melleha Bay by the 
humerous sponges that are cast up 
there after every storm afford proofs 
conclusive that Malta, too, has sponge 
beds situated at no great distance 
from her shores. Enterprise and 
energy are all that are required to 
bring them to light, and if these be 
forthcoming there will then be no 
reason why “another regular and thriv- 
ing industry should not be estab. 
lished in Maltese waters.— Malta 
Times.

Cocoa Cultivation in Jamaica. 


Cocoa grows very plentifully in all 
parts of the island of Jamaica, and 
forms quite an important article of ex- 
port, but it is not systematically 
grown to a large extent there, though 
there are a number of large cocoa 
plantations. But by far the largest 
part of the cocoa exported from Ja- 
maica grows wild, that is, sponta- 
neously and promisciouusly; and the 
cocoa trees are everywhere met 
with, along the roadside, scattered 
among other’ trees, among the 
orange and pimento groves, and by 
the mountain paths. here cabbage 
palms appear plentifully, there will 
cocoa trees generally be found in 
large numbers, the cocoa pods are 
gathered from the trees everywhere 
by the natives and brought to the 
coast and sold tothe merchants who 
open the pods and prepare the beans 
for export. But of course the plan- 
tations, although those devoted ex- 
clusively to cocoa trees are compara- 
tively few, form an important indus- 
try of the island. 

At one time cocoa was very much 
more largely grown on the island 
than it is at the present time, but 
owing, it is supposed, toa ‘‘blast’’ or 
hurricane, many of the trees were 
ruined, and the industry received a 
set-baek, and while in 1671 there were 
as many as sixty-five walks in bear- 
ing, now the tree is grown only in 
isolated parts. The industry is now 
being revived. however, and _ this 
awakening is largely due to Mr. Mor- 
ris, who, about 1882, was director of 
Public Gardens in Jamaica, Mr. 
Morris obtained the aid of J. H. 
Hart, who was Superintendent of the 
Botanical Department in Trinidad, 
in the preparation of drawings and 
models for a lecture on the cultiva- 
tion and curing of cocoa, which he 
delivered under the auspices of the 
Jamaica Institute, which led to the 
awakening of the industry which, to- 
day, is being rapidly extended. 

The ideal spot for a cocoa planta- 
tion is a well sheltered vale covered 
with large trees, protected by moun- 
tain spurs from the prevailinys winds. 
Mr. Jenman, now Director of the 
Botanical Gardens at Demerara, 
British Guiana, in giving me inform: 
ation on the subject while I was in 
Kingston, Jamaica, stated that the 
cocoa plantation should be well wa- 
tered, and yet well-drained, with a 
good depth of alluvial soil on which 
rests athick deposit of decayed vege- 
table matter, easy of access, and ina 
distinct distant from lagoons or 
marshes for the sake of the planter’s 
health In planting cocoa trees it is 
necessary that the soil should be ex- 
actly suited to the purpose, and in 
this the planter is very particu- 
lar, and it very often happens 
that a vale is selected, the 
soil of which is very rich, but which 
has soil washed down upon it from 
adjacent mountains, whose soil is as 
poor as that of the vale is rich; in 
which case the cocoa crop is a failure. 
Careful pruning is also requisite in 
order to secure a healthy growth and 
successful maturity for the tree. 
Picking requires skill and experience, 
and much depends on the proper se- 
lection or harvesting of the pods. 
Great care has also to be taken in the 
shelling or “breaking.” Formerly 
the beans, which came from the pods 
mixed with soft pulp, were dried on

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“torrido,’’ saves loss by driage and 
the time in curing, and it improves 
the quality of the beans. The indus- 
try is very highly developed in Trini- 
dad where the annual export of cocoa 
amounts to about $10,500,000, while 
the amount of cocoa exported from 
Jamaica last year amounted to 6,417 
ewt., valued at about $72.000; which 
is about twice the amount exported 
from Jamaica five years ago, showing 
that there is a satisfactory demand 
for Jamaica cocoa, a demand which 
will rapidly increase in proportion as 
the quality is improved. The weak 
point in the industry in Jamaica at 
resent is, that the curing is very de- 
ective, and it is only on the large es- 
tates that the washing and drying 
are effectively performed, while even 
there the processes are left to be ac- 
complished by men who are deficient 
in the technical knowledge necessary 
to ensure the best results. Butin Ja 
maica, until quality is regarded as 
being more essential than quantity, 
the picking and curing will be done 
imperfectly, and the industry will not 
assume the importance which it is 
calculated to attain. If the buyers 
were more careful in the selection of 
the article from the small growers, 
and carefully assorted the qualities 
purchased, they would avert the 
danger that exists in deteriorating 
the quality. 

The value of a cocoa estate is usu- 
ally estimated at per tree, or per 1,000 
trees, and not per acre. The yield 
per tree depends upon the quality of 
the land, ‘the size of the tree and 
other attendant circumstances, but it 
is genorally conceded that a yield of 
1°6 pound per tree is a first class re- 
sult. This would be ten bags of 165 lbs. 
each to 1,000 trees. Taking 193 trees 
as the number per acre, a simple cal- 
culation gives 3,088 pounds as the 
yield per acre, and estimating the val- 
ue at $20 per hundred pounds, we find 
than an acre of cocoa produces about 
$60 worth. This amount is increased 
according to the distance at which the 
trees are planted from each other, the 
usual distance being 15 feet apart, 
which gives 193 trees to the acre. 

The cocoa, as cacao tree, is very 
beautiful as well as very interesting. 
“The broma cacao” belongs to the nat- 
ural order ‘“‘Byttneriacex.’’ The tree 
generally rises with a bare stem to a 
height of only 16 to 20 feet, although 
it is sometimes found twice that 
height. I saw one at Port Antonio 
which must have been fully fifty feet 
high, though I rarely saw one over 
eighteen at the most. The fruit is 
something like a cucumber in shape, 
and varies from six to eight inches 
long, though I haveaspecimen rather 
longer in length in alcohol, which 
stands in a jar before me as I write. 
When ripe the pod is yellow, as a 
finely mottled green, yellow and red, 
but generally yellow. Sometimesone 
side will be yellow, while the side to- 
ward the sun will be entirely red. The 
rind is thick and nasty, the pulp 
Sweetish and not unpleasant to the 
taste; the seeds numerous, com- 

ressed with a thin pale reddish- 
rown, fragile skin or shell, covering 
a dark brown oily aromatic, bitter 
kernel. The tree attains its full vigor 
and productiveness in seven or eight 
years, and generally yields two prin- 
cipal crops in the year. The fruit or 
ods grow from the bark of the larger 
apcbes, and from the thick bark of

When gathered the 
fruit is subjected to about five days 
fermentation in heaps on the ground. 
When the pulp is half decayed the 
pods are opened by hand, the seeds or 
beans removed and dried, then packed 
in bags for shipment. I have seen 
twenty or thirty black women sitting 
cross-legged on the ground at Port 
Antonio, opening pods, which they 
do by cutting through the pod witha 
sharp knife, with one dexterous twirl, 
whereupon the cluster or cone of seed 
drops out and squeezed from the pulp 
and the pods are thrown in a pile by 
themselves. In gathering the pods 
from the trees, they are very carefully 
cut off with knives; for if they are 
torn off another pod will not grow 
out in the same place, and the size 
of the fruit isthus deteriorated.

Naval Stores Trade of Charleston. 
BRITISH CONSULAR REPORT. 


The receipts of turpentine and 
rosin at this port during the 12 months 
ending August 31, 1891, were less 
than for the previous year. The de- 
crease is attributable in part to the 
reduced territory now shipping naval 
stores to Charleston, in consequence 
of the gradual exhaustion and clear- 
ing away of the yellow pine forests in 
this section, and also to the fact that 
considerable quantities of naval 
stores from Georgetown, formerly 
going tonorthern ports via Charles- 
ton are now shipped direct by steam- 
ers plying between Wilmington, 
Georgetown, and New York. 

The turpentine, rosin, and tar pro- 
ducts of the pine tree, however, sent 
yo Charleston this year were disposed 
of at fairly remunerative prices, the 
factors expressing themselves as 
moderately satisfied with the volume 
of business done this season, and an- 
ticipating larger receipts and profit- 
able prices for next year. 

The Charleston rosin and turpen- 
tine sheds are situated in close prox- 
imity to the tracts of the East Shore 
Railway Company, and are conven- 
ient to the docks at which vessels load- 
ing naval stores for foreign ports are 
generally moored. Rosin and turpen- 
tine shipped to the North can be taken 
now, without breaking bulk, to the 
wharves of the New York steamship 
line and leaded directly into the ships. 

For many years Wilmington, North 
Carolina, was the principal naval 
stores’ market in America, but as the 
Carolina forests have been gradually 
worked out, the turpentine hands, 
year by year, pushed forward into 
the virgin forests of southwest 
Georgia, Florida, and Alabama, so 
that at the present day Savannah is 
one of the first naval stores’ ports in 
the world, and prices elsewhere are 
controlled by that market. 

But notwithstanding the movement 
of the turpentine distillers and rosin 
producers, which, like the star of em- 
pire on the American continent, 
steadily takes its westward course, it 
is likely that Charleston will be able, 
for many years yet, todo a fair share 
of the naval stores’ business, owing 
to that ingenious device of modern 
times known in this country as the 
“long haul,” to railway extensions 
keeping pace with the growth of 
trade, to improved terminal facilities 
and to better water accommodation 
for handling the business which are 
now furnished by this port.

ber the quotations were 30c; a slight 
advance then took place, and at the 
end of the year it closed at 31c. 

Rosin was sold during the first part 
of September at $125 per barrel for 
grade C., $1 90 for grade I., and $290 
for window glass, and $3 10 for water 
white ; but by October 1, there was a 
recession of values to $160 for the 
lowest grades and $2 85 and $3 respec- 
tively for window glass and water 
white. From this time the market 
improved, after various fluctuations 
it closed December 31, 1891, at the fol- 
lowing quotations: For grade C., 
rosin $1 25, water white $3 75 and win- 
dow glass $3 35 per barrel. 


The receipts of naval stores at 
Charleston from September 1, 1891, to 
December 31, 1891, were 50,127 barrels 
of rosin and 9,334 casks of spirits of 
turpentine, and the exports during 
the same period were 47,765 barrels of 
rosin and 9,070 casks of turpentine.

The Making of Nitro-Glycerine. 


In many out-of-the-way places it is 
necessary to manufacture nitro-glyc- 
erine on the spot in order to avoid the 
very high rates charged by transpor- 
tation companies for the carriage of 
explosives. A paper recently read 
before the Denver Society of Civil 
Engineers by Mr. Thomas Withers, 
indicates some of the precautions to 
be adopted in such cases. His prac- 
tice was to make the explosive ina 
cool stream near the rock excavation 
on which he was engaged. The nitric 
and sulphuric acids were first mixed 
and then pure glycerine added in a 
thin stream. The acid boils and sends 
off thick red vapors. If the glycerine 
is poured in too fast and the water in 
which the jar is placed is too warm, 
the mixture will blaze up with consid- 
erable noise, and if not stirred fast 
enough, the blaze may shoot up three 
or four feet. The acids should te 
stirred with a glass rod until the action 
becomes less violent. Ten tnree-gal- 
lon jars were used. Mach was stirred 
in turn as the glycerine was added in 
small quantities to one jar alter an- 
other, all of which, it should be noted, 
were surrounded by a stream of cold 
water. When all was quiet and as 
much glycerine had been added as the 
acids would take up, the nitro-glycer- 
ine was found in the bottom of the 
jars as a heavy, milky, oily fluid. 
The acids were poured off and the ex- 
plosive washed with water in an old- 
fashioned dasher churn, until litmus 
paper fuiled to suow an acid reaction. 
Great importance is attached to thor- 
ough washing. When the churning 
was finished the nitro-glycerine was 
poured into a wooden bucket. It has 
then a milky appearance, which, how- 
ever, soon disappears. If it grows 
yellowish the presence of free acid is 
indicated, and more churning is ree 

uired. If it gets orange-colored it 
should be put into the churn with lime 
or soda. If it begins to look deep 
orange and cloudy it should be im- 
mediately exploded or poured out on 
the ground, where it will not be dang- 
erous. In loading holes it was poured 
from the wooden bucket into a tin 
cup, with which the charging was 
done, . o--

_ The dullness which has character- 
ized this market for several weeks 
ast shows no abatement, only such 
ots as current wants require are be- 
ing taken of either carbonated ash or 
alkali. On our editorial page will be 
found comparative shipments for the 
first six months of the year as com- 
pared with those of 1891. With the 
exception of salt cake they show a 
large falling off. White sugar of lead 
has been reduced owing to sharp 
competition, Brimstone is higher. 
Cream tartar and tartaric acid are 
both steady at previous reductions. 
Oxalic acid is weaker and the same 
may be said of nitrate of soda. The 
other light chemicals show few 
changes as noted below. In speak- 
ing of the Liverpool market un- 
der date of July 13, 1892, Messrs. 
J. P. Brunner & Co., say: 
“There is no improvement to report 
in the position of .heavy chemicals, 
trade being still very dull, and this 
is likely to continue for another week 
at least, until the elections are over. 
Soda ash; some small orders for bar- 
rel lots are being accepted for August- 
September delivery, but there is 
practically next to nothing tu be had 
for the balance of this year. Quota 
tions are nominal ss follows: Caustic 
ash, 4899, £5 6s 3d per ton; 57-5894, £6 
786d perton. Carb ash, 48°%, £5 9s 
9d per ton; 58°, £6 12s 9d per ton. 
Ammonia ash, 58%, £6 7s ed all nett 
cash. Sodacrystals, quiet at £3 7s 
6d@3 10s per ton less 5%, while a 
shade under the lower figure would 
probably not be refused if bid for 
quantity. Caustic soda is not active, 
but at the same time there is a little 
more doing, and prices remain un- 
changed as follows: 60°, £9 28 5d per 
ton; 70% £10 5s per ton; 74%, £11 5s 
per ton ; 76%, £12 5s@12 10s per ton 
all net cash. For parcels under 10 
tons, 58 per ton extra is charged. 

Bleaching powder in limited re- 
quest, but as this article is scarce 
quotations are firm at £7 15s@£8 per 
ton net cash for hardwood casks for 
all quarters except United States and 
Canada. Chlorate of potash is slow 
of sale and is offered at 6%@6%d per 
ton, less 5°¢ for prompt delivery, while 
6%@6%d represents values for July- 
December. Bicarb soda is in fair re- 
quest at £615 per ton, less 24%°% for 
one cwt kegs, with usual allowance 
for larger packages. Sulphate of am- 
monia—there are few sellers of this 
article, and although quotations are 
nominally unchanged at £10 3s 9d@ 
105 per ton for good grey 24%, and 





£10 7s 6d@10 889d per ton for 25%, both 
in double bags, less 24%% fo b here, 
at the same time the tendency is to- 
wards higher figures. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated Soda Ash.—There is al- 
most no stock on the spot of either 
48°; or high test, consequently when 
an ordercomes along for prompt de- 
livery full prices have to be paid, It 
is reported that the United Co. are 
sold up for the balance of 1892. Ship- 
ments to the United States for June 
show a large falling off, they being 
only 1,972 tons, or 4,244 tons less than 
they were in the preceding month of 
May. This does not include B. M. 
alkali. If this is an indication what 
shipments will be in the future, values 
certainly must naturally be higher, 
For the present prices remain steady 
at 1 624%@167\%c as to quantity and 
make. High test is in the same po- 
sition and held firm at 1 55@1 1 65c 
as to quantity and position of goods. 

Caustic Soda Ash.—The market con- 
tinues almost bare of stock in first 
hands for prompt delivery. Small 
sales are reported at 17.@2e, as to 
quantity and make. High test is 
meeting with more demand, specially 
for delivery during the fall. Several 
contracts are reported at 1 60@1 62%e, 
as to quantity and date of shipment, 

Alkali.—Trading has been very 
quiet during the past week, as is 
usual at this period of the year. Sev- 
eral small sales are repoited for 
prompt delivery, but beyond this 
nothing of importance has been done. 
Values are firm at 1 55@1 57%e, as to 
quantity. The arrivals of high test 
B. M. have been light as compared 
with previous weeks, though ample 
to meet current demands. At the 
close there were several inquiries in 
the market for shipments extending 
over the year, but at prices below 
those that would be acceptable to the 
sellers. Sales are reported of 200 tons 
at 1 45@1 47\e, as to quantity. The 
other high test alkalies are all steady 
at 1424%@145c, as to make and 
quantity. 

Caustic Soda.—The placing of the 
cheap outside lots held in Boston, 
which have been offered all over the 
West has given rather more strength 
to the market, not only in Boston, 
but here as well. The demand for 
spot or forward shipments has not 
been active during the past week.The 
shipments to the United States for 
the first six months of 1892 were 12,- 
403 tons as compared with 14,927 tons 
for the same period of 1891. How 
much this decrease in shipments is 
due to the large output of Solvay Co. 
we are not prepared to say. The sales 
making are mostly of jobbing orders 
at prices within the range established 
by the agents, all of which remain 
steady at previous quotations.

Aniline Colors.—Buyers show no 
inclination to exceed actual current 
requirements when in the market to 
make purchases. The fact seems to 
be that there will be proportionately 
less aniline required dares the com- 
ing season than ever before as the 
changes in the fashions for tints has 
compelled dyers to resort once more 
to the natural dyes. Still there is 
room for the introduction of new col- 
ors and the various manufacturers 
have been bending all their energies 
in thedirection of producing novelties 
the result being that the coming season 
will see the introduction of certain dye- 
stuffs that will be promptly taken 
up by the trade. We understand that 
the colors recently introduced have 
met prompt recognition and already 
have a free outlet. There is nothing 
that can be said regarding prices ex- 
cept that the quotations for the few 
staples on the market are well maip- 
tained at the figures which we quote 
elsewhere.

478,981. Apparatus for and Process 
of Recovering Alkali. FiledDec. 
12,1889. Issued July 19, 1892. 

Claim —1. The process consisting 
in introducing the liquid to be treated 
in a concentrated condition in a bath 
on the calcining-hearth, subjecting 
said bath to the heat of gases of com- 
bustion, whereby its volatile consti- 
tuents are vaporized, moving the 
material from said bath along the 
calcining: hearth while under the in- 
fluence of burning gases until its 
combustible constituent are calcined 
out, and finally fusing the purified 
material and causing it to flow off 
from said hearth.

7. In a calcining-furnace, the com- 
bination of an upright stack witha 
vertical column arranged within it 
and an inlet for the liquid to be treat 
ed constructed to flow said liquid 
against the sides of said column and 
cause it to stream down the surface 
thereof. 


8. In acalcing-furnace, the combi- 
nation of an upright stack with a ver- 
‘ical column, constructed in part as a 
heating reservoir for the liquid to be 
treated, with the top of said reservoir 
open to admit the liquid to overflow 
therefrom down the outer sides of the 
column, and an inlet-pipe for admit- 
ting liquid to the lower part of said 
reservoir to cause it to ascend there 
through. 


9. A calcining-furnace consisting of
